Orcijce Churchy Newcvrhy May 28^ 1856. 

Tms being the time and place appointed by the Constitution of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church, in the Diocese of New Jersey, for 
the meeting of the Annual Convention of said Church| the Bishop 
and several of the Clergy and Lay Deputies assembled in Orace 
Church, Newark, at 10 o'clock. 

Morning prayers and the Ante Communion service were said by 
Messrs. Stewart, Shackelford, and Doane, and Young of New York, 
and the Lessons were read by Messrs. Paterson and Hoffinan. The 
Sermon was preached by the Rev. Dr. Mahan, of the Theological 
Seminary. After which, the Bishop administered the Holy Com- 
munion, assisted by the Bev. Messrs. Dunn, Finch and Nichols, (of 
the Diocese of Nova Scotia.)

The Convention proceeded to the choice of a Secretary, when the 
Rev. Andrew Bell Paterson was elected. 

The Secretary appointed the Rev. William Croswell Doane, his 

Assistant. 

Resailvedf That Clergy of other Dioceses, and candidates for the Ministry, who 
may be present in this city, be invited to attend the sittings of this Convention. 

The Rev. Mr. Stubbs, and Messrs. Williamson and Whitney were 
appointed a Committee to report on the application of new Parishes. 
The Rules of Order of the last Convention were adopted. 
RULES OF ORDER. 

1. Each meeting of the Convention shall be opened and closed with prayer. 

2. When the President assumes the Chair, each member shall take his seat. 

3. After the first day, the minutes of the preceding day shall be read each 
morning; and, if necessary, corrected; and, before the rising of the Convention, 
the whole proceedings of the sitting shall be read. 

4. When a member chooses to speak, he shall rise and address the President. 

5. When two members rise at the same time, the President shall determine 
the preference ; and, in any controversy respecting order, the President shall 
decide. 

6. Every resolution, presented to this Convention, shall be tairly reduced to 
writing. 

7. No motion shall be regarded, unless seconded. 

8. A motion of postponement or amendment shall always be in order. 

9. On motion to adjourn, or to lay upon the table, the question shall be put 
without debate. 

10. No member shall speak more than thrice, on the same question, without 
the leave of the President. 

11. At the request of the President, or on motion, the Convention may resolve 
itself into a Committee of the Whole; and shall take a vote for that purpose. 

12. The yeas and nays shall be called, and entered on the minutes, when any 
two members require it.

The Convention assembled. 

The Bev. Messrs. J. D. Moore, Bowden, Wheeler, Macurdy, 
Sherman, Barry, DJ)., Foggo, and Messrs. Gi^ord, Clark, Halsted, 
Shoemaker, Stratton, E. B. D. Ogden, F. B. OgJen, Conover, Cor- 
win, H. McFarlan, H. Shephard, C. Williams, appeared and took 
their seats. 

The Committee on application of new Parishes^ reported in &voar 
of the admission of the Church of the Rcdeeiuer, Morristown, and 
Trinity, Jersey City; which parishes were, on motion, received into 
union with the Convention. 

The Bishop then delivered his Annual Address : after which. 

The Committee of the last Convention reported the following 
substitute for Canon X. 

CANON X. 
Of the Bishop's Salary , and of the Epueopal and Missionary Funds. 

SxcTioiv 1. The Salary to be paid to the Bi&hop, as soon as the annual income 
of the permanent Episcopal Fund shall equal the amount, is hereby fixed at 
Iwenty-iear hundred dollars, ($3400) per ananm. 

Sec. 2. Until the yearly interest of the Episcopnl Fund shall be eqnal the ibre^ 
going amount, an annual contribution of one dollar (SI .00) for each of its commvoi- 
cants, shall be made by every parish of the Diocehe, which shall be paid OTorta 
the Treasurer of the Convention, by the Treasurers of the several parishes, 
belbre the Annual meeting of this Convention. 

Svc. 3. The Bishop shall be entitled to draw from the Treasurer of the Con- 
vention the annual interest of the Fund, and one half of the money received 
from the parishes, until such interest and money shall ec^aal the sum of twenty- 
four hundred dollars, ($2400 j) and the balance of the contributions shall be 
added by the Treasurer to the Permanent Episcopal Fund, until the principal 
thereof shall amount to a sum which will yield an annual interest of twenty- 
four hundred dollars, (S2400) — alter which period, such interest shall be paid to 
the Bishop, and no further contributions shall be made, unless it shall be other- 
wise ordered by the Convention. 

Sic. 4. In order to meet the requirement of Canon lY, of the General Con- 
vention of 1850, which provides that the Bishop shall visit ^once in three years 
at least, every Church within his Diocese, which shall make provision for^c- 
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fraying the necessary expenses of the Bishop at such visitation," and declavei 
it "to be the duty of the Minister and Vestry ef every Church or congregation, 
to make such provision,** Ihe ^Treasurer of every parish, which has received 
an Episcopal visit during the year, shall pay to the Treasurer of the Convention 
before each of its Annual meetings, the sum of five dollars ($5.00,) and the like 
sum for every additional visitation made by request. This money shall then be 
paid by the Treasurer to the Bishop to defray his travelling expenses. 

Sec. 5, There shall be a collection made, at least once a quarter, in every 
parish of the Diocese, for the support of the Missions ol the Diocese, which shall 
be paid over to the Treasurer of the Convention, by the Treasurers of the sevd* 
ral parishes, before the time of the Annual meeting of the Convention. These 
contributions 6hall be applied, under the direction of the Bishop and the Trus- 
tees of the "Offerings of the Church,** for Diocesan Missions, and for the expen- 
ses of the Trustees of the Ofierings. 

Sec. 6. The expenses of the Convention, the expenses of the Standing Com* 
mittee, and the quota ef the Diocese towards the expenses of the General Coi^- 
vention, shall from year to year be assessed by a Committee appointed by the 
Convention, on all the parishes of the Diocese ; and the Chairman of such Com- 
mittee shall send a notice of the assessment to the Rector and Wardens of each 
parish, on or before the first day of January, in each year. This assessment 
shall be paid to the Treasurer of the Convention before its Annual meeting. 

Sbo. 7, It shall be the duty of the Rectors or Ministers ofthe several congre- 
gations of the Diocese, to lay this Canon before their Vestries, and urge their 
cooperation in carrying out its provisions; and also to read it to their congre- 
gations at least once in each quarter. 

Sec. 8. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer of the Convention, at each of ita 
Annual meetings, to make a separate report ofthe amounts of money received 
from each parish, for the Bishop*s salary, the Episcopal Fund, and the respective 
' purposes ofthe support of the Missions of the Diocese during the year, specify- 
ing the parishes, (if any) which have made no contribution : and this report shall 
be entered on the minutes of the Convention. In the case of non-contributing 
parishes, (if any) the Rector or Minister, if present in the Convention, (and if not, 
the lay delegate or delegates,) shall be called upon by the Secretary to state 
why the contributions have not been made, or the assessments paid. 

Sec. 9. The Standing Committee ofthe Diocese shall be the <* Trustees of the 
Ofierings ofthe Church,** and they shall make report to each Annual Convention, 
ofthe purposes to which the funds under their direction have been appropriated. 

Sec 10. Canon X be and is hereby repealed. 

This substitute was postponed to the next Convention^ and the 
proposed Canon ordered to be printed in the Journal. 

The same Committee reported the following amendments to 
Canon VI, which were adopted :

Section 1. To remain the same. 

Sec. 2. To be stricken out, and the following sections inserted in its place. ■ 

Sec. 2. Any male of full age, and good moral character^ ma^ Vy« «\\^^c^ft Nx^ 
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oAoe in any parish, or eotitled to vote at an election of Church officers, who 
professes to adhere to the Protestant Episcopal Church, and contributes to its 
rapport in the mode prescribed in his particular congregation, and who shall 
have been a worshipper in said Church for six calendar months next before the 
election. 

Ssa 3. In the case of a Free Church the same qualifications shall be required ; 
but only those persons shall be considered as worshippers in such Church, who 
shall have handed in their names as such to the Rector or Minister, in writing, 
(or in case of a vacancy, to the Senior Warden,) at least six calendar months 
l>efore the election, whose duty it shall be to enter the same, with the date, in 
the parochial register, required by Canon V. 

The same Committee reported the following amendment to 
Canon 11: 

"And transmitted by the Secretary of the Vestry to the Secretary of the Con- 
vention at least ten days before the meeting of the Annual Convention,"

The Kev. Mr, Goodwin offered the following Kesolution, which 
was referred to a Committee, consisting of Rev. Messrs. Goodwin 
and Paterson, and Messrs. C. Parker, A. Gifford and J. W. !Eajes. 

Whereas, man has a religious as well as an intellectual nature, has a coii> 
science and sensibilities, on the right training of which depend the happiness 
of individuals and the welfare of society, infinitely more than on the highest in- 
tellectual attainments : 

And, Whereas, this education of the heart and conscience should, during the 
season of childhood, receive the same daily attention as the cultivation of the 
intellect — a truth declared by our Heavenly Father Himself, who says "These 
words which I command thee this day, shall be in thy heart, and thou shaU 
teach them dtUgerUly to thy ehildretiy and sludt talk of tJiem when thou sittest in thy 
house^ and when thou walkest by the way^ and when tJuou liest doum, and wJten 
thou risest ttp :" 

And, Wheras, there can scarcely be a more fitvorable sphere for instilling 
Divine Truth, " hen a little and there a little,^* and ibr giving a happy and lasting 
direction to the young, than in the school-rodm, and on the school-ground, in that 
association with equals, in which, the most intense feelings are enlisted: 

And, Whereas, it was the conviction of both the early Christians, and the 
Reformers, and was expressed by the framers of our National Constitution, as 
follows ; that ** Religion, morality and knowledge, being necessary to good go- 
vernment and the ^happiness of mankind, schools should be forever encouraged;" 
and was thus expressed by the Father of our Country: " Reason and expe- 
rience both, forbid us to expect, that national morality can prevail in the exdo* 
sion of religious principle," and " there is no security for property, for reputation 
and for life, if the sense of religious obligation desert the oaths which are the in- 
struments of investigation in courts of justice i" and, consequently, 

Whereas, that plan of secular training which leaves, as estimated twomiUimu 
of the children of our land uninstructed in their moral obligations and their 
solemn relations to eternity, is alike dishonorable to God, subversive of national 
morality, and awfully dangerous to individual happiness both present and future, 
therefore. — 

Bewhedt That this Convention do recommend to every Parish or association 
of Parishes, throughout the Diocese, to establish, as soon as circumstances will 
a^low, a school, under the supervision of the Rector or Rectors, in which the 
young may be carefully and faithfully moulded for God and Heaven, as well as 
thoroughly instructed in secular knowledge. 

Resolved^ That, in the opinion of this Convention, such mingled intellectual and 
religious training will, with the Divine blessing, prove a most efficient agency 
in checking the rapid growth of both juvenile and adult crime; in preventing 
our youths from being drawn away into the ranks of fanaticism on the one hand, 
or induced by the plausibilities of modern infidelity to repudiate the Gospel on 
the other; and will raise up a generation of men more obedient to Vv^i \ \n!si» 
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rooted iii our most Holy Faith; more exemplary lit Christian practice; and will 
aflurd a fruitrul supply tor the now deficient ranks of the Chri»tian Minifttry. 

And WenEAS, Christian men do not, and should not, feel themselves at 
liberty to place their children lor six or more hours daily, during years when 
they are most susceptible of impressions, in those schools, where the glory of 
God, and that eternity which gives value to the present life, are practically for. 
gotten ; and whereas these same Christian men do, and should, feel a very great 
reluctance in contributing to the maintenance of an education which tends 
neither to the security ot human life and property, nor to the prevention of crime 
in general: tbereibre, 

Sstolvedf that, in the opinion of this Convention, any religious denomination, 
or separate congregation, which desires to establish a school of its own, in any 
particular locality, ought not to be compelled by law to pay lor schools, in which 
it cannot conscientiously have its children instructed ; but ought to have the 
legal right to claim for its own school, the school assessment of its own mem* 
bers— and enjoy all the benefits now received by a few. 

An Act to eUahlish PMtc Schools, approved April 17, 1846. 

Sic. 12. When the patrons or proprietors of any school already organized and 
established under the care of any religious society or denomination of Ciinstians, 
whose church discipline provides for the establishment of schools and the ap- 
pointment of trustees, are unwilling to relinquish such school, and become sub^ 
ject to all the provisions of this act, it shall be the duty of the trustees of said 
•chool to transmit to the Town Superintendent of their respective townships, a 
certificate of their organization, together with a list of the children of such 
patrons and propnetors, between the ages of 5 and 16 years, who are capable of 
attending school ; whereupon every such school shall be entitled to receive its 
just and rateable proportion of the money assigned to said Township out of 
inoonie otthe school fund, and of such additional sum as may be raised or ap> 
propriated by said township for the support of Public Schools; which apportion- 
ment shaH be made by the Town Superintendent of the respective townships 
and a copy thereof filed with the township collector, whose duty it shall be to 
pay to the trustees of said school their just proportion of such moneys for the 
mm and benMit of said school 

Budoed^ That any salary due to the Rev. Thomas Tanser, deceased, a« Mii- 
•ionary under the Olden Fund, be paid to his legal representative. 

1000 copies of Hie Journal were ordered to be printed, and 
Hessn. H. G-. Darcy, 6. T. Niohols and J. W. Hayes were ap- 
pointed a Oommittee to make an assessment for meeting the ex- 
penses of the Oonyention. 

The Eeport of the Treasurer was read and referred to Messrs. H. 
G. Darcy and B. T. Nichols, with authority to certify and print.

ST. MARY'S CHURCH, BURLINGTON. 

The Right Rev. George Washington Doane, D, 2)., LL.D. Rector* 
The Rev. William Croswell Doane, A. M. Assisting the Rector.

Daily morning and evening prayers, with the full music; the chil- 
dren of both Schools attending, as they do also the Sunday services. 
The Holy Eucharist on every Lord's day and every Holy day. A 
night service, with a sermon and congregational practising on the 
eve of every Saint's day, and every Thursday evening. Public cate- 
chizing, after evening prayer, on the first Sunday in each month; 
and after morning prayer on the Saint's days and every Wednesday 
and Friday. The Parish Schools do admirable work for Christ and 
the Church. Miss Anna W. Blackney has charge of the girls, and 
Miss Fergus of the boys. The schools are open to all; and gather 
in, the children of the poor. They are taught the catechism and the 
Church's system of religious training, sacred vocal music, and a 
plain English education. One of the older girls assists, in the care 
of the girls' school, faithfully and usefully. The District Visitors 
have been full of their works of mercy, through the winter; and have 
a supervision of the girls' school, particularly in the instruction in 
sewing. The Bible class is under the charge of the Rector's Assis- 
tant. The music of the Church is admirable. The introduction 
of the ancient plain song makes it really congregational worship; 
and the choir have made beautiful the service of song in God's 
house, with anthems and services, exquisitely rendered. Mr. Alfred 
Shapter is still the organist; and the choristers, nine men, three 
women, and seven boys, sing, for God's glory, and for love's sake. 
Mr. Frost's faithful assistance is still mo3t acceptable in the Parish; 
and from the Clergy resident here, three Missionary stations are 
regularly supplied, at Fairview, Pemberton and Riverton, The free 
scholarships so generously established for parish schools, in the Dio- 
cesan institutions here, are used in this Parish by two girls from 
the Parish School, who are in training for Church teachers. 
3 
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assistant's report. 

Rt. Rev. and dear Father, — 

My duties as your Assistant in St. Mary's 
have varied but little^ in extent or in nature. As you directed and 
the ordinal enjoined, I have laboured chiefly among the poor, the 
sick, and the children of the Parish; both before and since my ordi- 
nation to the Priesthood. I have said ihe daily service and been 
absent but three Lord's days; I have administered the Sacrament of 
Holy Baptism fifty times; assisted always, when here, in the adminis- 
tration of the Holy Eucharist, which in your absence, I have also 
celebrated eight times; I have solemnized matrimony once; read the 
burial service twelve times ; catechized the children always, and 
instructed them in the Parish and Sunday Schools; used the office 
for the Churching of women three times; preached twenty-five 
times; and continued the charge of the Bible class, and the direc- 
xection of the Church music. 

I have also continued my duties as your Adjunct Professor in the 
College; and as the Instructor of your Candidates for Holy Orders, 
in the Evidences and Liturgies. 

Since my ordination to the Priesthood, I have felt obliged, with 
most sincere regret, to separate myself officially £rom the Parish 
which you have built; and where I was catechized, confirmed, ad- 
mitted to the Holy Eucharist, and ordained Deacon and Priest. 
,you have known my very strong convictions upon the question of 
free sittings; have felt with me the need of more Church room for 
the poor; and I shall go with your blessing to my new labours, still 
to relieve and share your work; and to be one with you in common 
duties, common sympathies, common interests, and the common ser- 
vice of our Blessed Master.

This Church is "free;" the ministrations being sustained in part, 
by a landed endowment, and partly by the weekly collections at the 
" Offertory," which are mainly applied to this purpose. These, dur- 
ing the past year, have amounted to $216.55; of which were appro- 
priated, for sufferers at Norfolk and Portsmouth, $7 ; Domestic mis- 
sions, $8; Foreign, $7.60; Diocesan, $5; printing Journal, &c., $2; 
Parochial objects, $13.62. Middletown Point and Keyport have 
been several times visited, and an effort made to establish regular 
services in one or both of these places. A plan has now been arrang- 
ed by which it is hoped that this desirable end will, at once and 
permanently, be attained. At the former place, where a parish has 
for some years been organized, there are nine church families, with 
seven communicants, at the latter, where as yet there is no church 
organizatiom, there are seven families, with five communicants.

The parish has been aided materially in its long and single- 
handed efforts to complete and furnish its new house of worship, by 
a small band of zealous and devoted ladies of the congregation, 
whose untiring industry has been exerted for that praiseworthy 
purpose. In this connexion, I ought not to omit the name and 
example of Miss Catharine Johnston, who, though not of the pa- 
rish, has, by the work of her own hands, purchased, and presented 
.to the Church, an elegant marble Font, a handsome Episcopal Chair, 
Altar coverings, and a Surplice ; and is plying her needle with a 
view to still further donations. Such examples c^ry the mind 
backward to Christians of a better day. 

The Rector has the satisfaction of reporting that among those 
who compose the congregation, a very laudable spirit of zeal for the 
Church and her services prevails, and greater unanimity of feeling 
and of action than has formerly pervaded it. The faithful amoni^

2uently of late been openly instructed in some part of the Church 
latechism. The '< open" instruction of the children, the Rector is 
induced to believe, is productive of the happiest results. Thouffh 
the children, preliminary to the ''open" instruction, are under the 
care of an efficient superintendent and a band of zealous teacherSi 
yet the Rector of the Parish, is the Rector of the School, and is 
alone responsible for the books as well as the instruction which the 
children reoeive. The most encouraging prospects of the Parish are 
derived from the interest, proficiency, and right direction of the 
children. 

In the congregation there appears to be a desire to co-operatei*with 
ihe Rector in establishing a Parish School. An outlay, in order to 
carry /nt the plan proposed, will be required of $1000 or $1200 
per annum. It may be more ; and yet our hope is that St. Paul's 
Church, Hoboken, will not be long without this great auxiliary. May 
it soon be; for we are persuaded that no better means for sustaining 
the Church in Hoboken can be devised or executed. 

ST. STEPHEN'S CHURCH, BEVERLY: 
The Rev, Henry Brown^ Rector. 

Families, 40; Baptisms, (adults 2, infants 3,) 5; CommunicantSi 
73 : Marriages, 3; Funerals, 3; Confirmed, 8. 

This report is from the 10th of October last, at which time the 
present Rector took charge. Our Sunday School is increasing and 
now numbers 150 children. We have commenced i)he building of a 
Parsopage. The church has been consecrated and the Rector insti- 
tuted.^ In temporal matters our prospects are quite encouraging; 
and in spiritual things also, it is believed we are not without pleasing 
evidence that God is with us of a truth. 

GRACE CHURCH, NEWARK: 

The Rev. K W. N. Stewart, Rector. 

Although a single Presbyter, in a Parish like this, cannot with 

justice to himself or his parishioners meet as fully as he would wiA 

4U the demands of service, duty^ and visitatioB of families; still the 



paroefaial returns of this Parisli for this year will show most &Tora- 
ole results. There is no subject on which a Presbyter should be 
more loth to give facts and figures a coloring, than the subject of 
Parochial statistics. Any lengthened experience of the trials and 
oares of parochial life, will inevitably suggest the question; who is 
sufficient for these things? 

The Baptisms, infant and adult, and the number of persons con- 
firmed, are nearly double what they were last year; the exact returns 
are as follows: Families and Pewholders, 90 ; Baptisms, infant 52, 
adult 10, total 62; confirmed, 23; communicants (last year) 138; 
died and removed 8 ; added 20; present number, 150 ; Marriages, 
6; funerals, 12; catechists, 13; catechumens, 161 Sunday, 80 week 
day, total, 221; books, 201; offerings of the Church, parochial, 
8434.39 ; diocesan and general; $141.76. Prayers, morning and 
evening, second service at 10} on festivals and saint's days. Chil- 
dren in two parish schools, 80; a choir of boys trained to sing from 
the notes ; bible class. I have been informed by a member of my 
Vestry, that the number of communicants who received on Easter- 
day was greater than he had known on any former festival in Grace 
Church. In my Lenten preaching I had directed the minds of my 
people to the '* obtaining a remission of sin and all other benefits of 
Christ's Passion" in the Easter Eucharist. The large and devout 
attendance at Easter, is gratifying, as showing the capacity of the 
people to be instructed. I pray God, that his Word and Sacrament 
may continue to have free course, and be glorified. 

TRINIT.Y CHURCH. M00RE8T0WN:

Baptisms, (adults 1, infants 10), 11; communicants, f7 removals, 
and 1 death daring the year), 73 ; marriages, 3 ; funerals, 8 ; Of- 
fertory, 9135.61 ; Sunday School collections, $12.30. Of these 
sums, $70 were sent to Norfolk for the Orphan Asylum, $12 to 
Camden for the families bereaved by the burning of the feny boat, 
825 were contributed to Missions and Sunday Schools; and the rest 
expended in charities and parochial uses. 

GRACE CHURfcH, HADDONPIBLD: 

The Rev. Samuel W. JSalUmdl, Minister, 

The state of this Parish is truly encouraging. The present in- 
cumbent took charge of it on the 1st of September, last year. The 
number of communicants was 18. At this spring's confirmation 11 
more were added, making now 29. Baptisms, children 2, adults 9; 
marriages, 3 ; burials 3. There has hitherto been only afternoon 
servioe; but now it is likewise held in the mornings, and both are 
well attended. The Sunday School is in successfid operation, and 
it is in contemplation to erect a room for its better acoommodation* 
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ST. ANDREW'S CHURCH, LAMBERTVILLE : 
The Rev, David Brovm^ Rector and Mimona/ry, 

Another year of labor I have to report, and, besides, that death 
and removals have still continued to thin our ranks, little else than 
the lapse of time. Of the appeal of last year no relief has come, 
and there has therefore been all too little done in the Missionary 
field. The number of communicants remain about the same as at 
last report. Baptisms, five children. One sad funeral of a most 
beloved communicant. for an active young deacon Missionary I 

GRACE CHURCH, VAN VOORST, JERSEY CITY: , 
The Rev, David H. Macurdyj Rector Meet. 

Baptisms, (infants 36, adults S), 39; confirmations, 16; commu- 
nicants, (died or removed 10, added 23), 140 ; marriages, 4 , fune- 
rals, 18; Sunday Schools, catechists 21, catechumens 135, books 
400; Offerings— parochial, 8450.38; Diocesan, 827.95; Norfolk 
sufferers, $70.45. Total. 8548 78. 

During the past year the windows of the Church have had addi- 
tional ventilators inserted, and have been protected by coverings of 
wire gauze, at an expense of 8184.25 — for the raising of a part of 
which sum we were indebted to the industry of a few zealous wo- 
men. An effort is also beins^ made for the liquidation of the in- 
debtedness incurred by the erection of the new Church edifice. Ac 
noble beginning was made by a generous hearted lady's cancelling 
a bond of 81000, held by her, against the Church. And her good 
example has been followed by several other parishioners, with va- 
rious degrees of liberality. Services as in former years. 

8T. MATTHEW'S CHURCH, NEWARK: 
The Rev. Julius David Rose, Missionary. 

Since my last report I have oontlnued to provide both St. Mat- 
thew's and St. Peter's Churches with services- I preached twice 
in St. Matthew's, and once in St. Peter's, and taught the Sunday 
Sobool. In July last, however, my old malady (dysentery) returned 
and made me unfit for my work, so that I was obliged by the com- 
mand of my physicians, the entreaties of my beloved wife, and the 
exhortations of my friends, to seek restoration of my health bv 
taking a sea voyage. After having obtained the consent of my Bi- 
ihop, and the means for my passage, etc. through the liberality of a 
few friends, (God bless them, is my prayer and that of my fond fa- 
mily), I set out for my old fatherland, on the Ist day of August, 
with the two-fold purpose, to seek restoration of my health, and to 
embrace once more my good old father (a Lutheran clergyman.) and 
my dear old mother, befi}re they should go to their home eternal. . 

The Lord granted saoioess to lioih my deaigns. Hy health imfiro^^ 
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much, and I saw my dear old parents onoe more I As olerg^-man of 
the Churchy and having left the Lutheran denomination, I was not 
allowed to perform my clerical functions, but transacted only some 
academical buHiness^ daring my stay in Germany, and have been 
treated at the University not only politely but with great attention. 

I returned home in November last, and commenced immediately 
my work again. The congregations have suffered very much in 
consequence of my absence, and I had, and have yet, hard work of 
it. My beloved brother in the Church and friend, Rev. A. Frost, 
administered for mo several times during my absence. I thank him 
for it. ' 

Although we sustained great losses by death, removing and other- 
wise, we are doing pretty well. 

St. Peter's Church is as yet served by me as a missionary station, 
and kept up even at my expense* This should not be so. It is 
enough, if the Missionary administer for Christ's sake. In absence 
of the Hector, I have officiated in Grace Church frequently, during 
the year. 

My salary is very small, so that I found myself obliged again to 
take hold of private teaching, in order to maintain my family and 
serve as Missionary to Christ's Church. 

My statistics are as follows: — Baptisms, (infants) 24; marriages, 
10; burials, 8; communicants, lost by removal, death, or otherwise, 
28 ; added 6, leave about 150. I communed with the dying twice.

Teachers, 6; Offerings, $25,87. 

THE HOUSE OP PRAYER: 

The Rev, John W. Shackelford^ Rector. 

• On Advent Monday last, I entered upon my duties, bb Rector 
elect of '♦ the House of Praver." Owing to a variety of causes, 
the Parish was in a depressea condition, and the future seemed to 
many dark and uncertain. Convinced, however, that there was a 
great and important work to be done here, and satisfied from the oir- 
oumstances under which I was chosen to do it, that it was my duty 
to oome, I entered upon the task in faith. Not quite six months 
have elapsed, yet the most desponding must, I think, be satisfied that 
the work is not hopeless. 

There are 33 names on the list of Communicants in the Parish 
register; though a number of these who have since returned to the 
Churdi; were not at that lame attendants upon the servioeB. There 
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liave been added since December, by removal 7; new, 3; total 10. 
There have removed from the parish, 3 ; present number 40 ; Bap- 
tisms, (adults, 1, infants, 10,) total 11 ; confirmed (in Christ Church| 
1,) Marriages, 2 ; Burials, 4. I found about 20 children in the Sun 
day School. There are now 80 ; and this number might be doubled, 
if efficient teachers could be found. On Advent Sunday, by reso- 
lution of the Vestry, the Church was declared henceforth free to 
all, and putting out of view the principle, which has always seemed 
to me a vital one, the pratical result has been most satisfactory. 
The poor begin to feel that there is a place for them, and the in- 
come of the Church, is double what it would be, if with the pre- 
sent Congregation, the pews were rented. There are voluntary 
subscriptions amounting to upwards of 9800; and the Sunday 
Offerings have thus far averaged 915. The special Offerings have 
been for Domestic Missions in Advent, $21.09 ; Foreign, Sexagesi- 
ma 96.38; Parish poor, $15.85. ^n the first Monday in Ad- 
vent, the daily service was re-established. 

CHRIST CHURCH, NEWARK : 

The Rev. R. T. S. Lmodly Rector. 

Baptisms, (adults 4, infants 31), 35 ; confirmed, (at two several 
times) 10; communicants, (died 1, removed 15, added 17), 76; 
marriages, 12 ; funerals, 19. Congregations generally very good ; 
for two or three months past, not quite so good ; but filling again. 
Never better spirit. 

»T. JOHN'S CHURCH, 80MERVILLE : 
Tlie Rev. J. Henry Blacky Rector EkcL 

Baptisms, (Children 12, adults, 3,) 15 ; Confirmed, 2 ; Commu- 
nicants, added 15; removed, 3, present number 19; Marriages, 2 ; 
Offerings of the Church, apart from those devoted to Parochial pur- 
poses. Domestic Missions, $10.00; Foreign Missions, $5.09; Coloni- 
zation Society, W:9 .00'; Orphans ofNorfo&and Portsmouth, $47,15; 
Tax for printing Journal, $2.00. 

Since the last report, the congregation has continued steadily to 
increase, and we have many reasons to bless God and be thankful 
for his goodness to this infant Parish. During the present year, 
the number of Communicants has more than trebled, and the 
Baptisms are but one less than two thirds, as many as have been 
recorded since the Church was founded. 
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ST. JOHN'S CHURCH, CAMDEN: 
The Rev. Elvin K, Smith, Missionary. 

Your Missionary, to St. John's Church, Camden, reapectfully 
reports the following Summary, for the past year : 

There have been Baptised 38, infants and children ; and 7 of 
riper years, and able to answer for themselves ; in all 45. Sixteen 
persons have been Confirmed ; 8 Communicants have removed ; 8 
deceased ; 2 have been added ; the present number is 81. I have 
solemnised 3 marriages; attended 19 funerals; and 3 times used the 
office for "the Churching of women.*' The weekly Offertory has 
yielded for the Parish poor, and charities, $56.00 ; for the Episco- 
pal Fund, «14,00; Bishop White Prayer Book Society, 85.00 j 
building Fund 9205.00; General Missions, $13,00; in all, 
•293.00. 

The services on weekdays have been of greater frequency than, 
ever before. Some of the women of the Parish, who are ''full o£ 
good works, and alms deeds,'* have helped me much in my care of 
the poor; and have also rendered valuable aid, by their labours* 'for 
the House of God, and for the offices thereof.'' The children^ have 
taken in hand to procure a bell, for the long vacant belfry. Who* 
will help us to obtain worthy furniture for the Altar of the Lord ? 
It must be still said, as a year ago, ^^ we have no fitting Commu- 
nion plate.'' 

The weekday school for girls, now more than two years in opera- 
tion, faithfully served by a devoted daughter of the Church, and 
witb constant Pastoral oversight, and almost daily Pastoral teaching; 
is quietly doing an excellent work, for the Parish, and for the cause 
of godly learning. Its pupils have varied in number, according tO' 
the season, from 20 to 50. The existence of such a school, with 
us, shows its possible maintenance anywhere. Its results, here, make 
a strong argument, for practical Churchmen, and for utilitarian* 
statesmen, to establish such schools everywhere. 

CHURCH, OF THE HOLY TRmiTY, HUDSON CITY: 
Eev. N. W. Camp, B,D. Rector Elect. 

The Kector elect, was called to the charge of this Church in^ 
August, 1855, and accepted the same in September following. 
There are at present, 35 families connected with this Parish, and 
42 Communicants. There areregistered 168 Sunday School scholars.^. 
and 12 Teachers. Exclusive of salaries, the sum of 8349,03 ; has 
been collected in the Parish, since last September^ and expended aa 
follows, viir. 

Repairs of the Church, and improvement of the grounds, $148,93;. 
To replace gown, altar cloth, &o., (stolen,) 60.00; Interest on 
Church debt, S60.00; for Sunday School Library, &c., 826.00 ; for- 
Sufferers at Norfolk, and Portsmouth, Ya., 821.85 ; Foreign Mis-- 
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BionS; $11^37 ; Domestic Missions, $10.48 ; Episcopal Fund, S8.40; 
-Gonvention Assessment, $2.00; total $349.03. In addition to the 
above, I learn from the Treasurer, that the snm of $32.66 ; wag 
collected for repairs, &c., of the Church, previously to 1st of May 
1855, but, in as much as it was not expended, it was probably not 
reported last year. This sum added to the above will maJke the 
total of the reported collections for the past Oonventional year^ 
•$381.69. This sum is also exclusive of the regular colleotions 
which are taken on every occasion of celebrating Divine worship. 
The money thus raised, is appropriated to the current expenses of 
the Church. Since my connection with the Parish, there have been 
S Baptisms ; burials ; 5 marriages ; and 4 persons confirmed. 

The Church grounds, have been enclosed by a durable and hand- 
some fence. On or about the night of the 3d of April last, the 
Church was entered, and the gown, altar cloth; &c.f were stolen. 
They have never been recovered. 

On the morning of Feb. 15, Henry Drayton, late Junior Warden 
of this Church, was taken to a better world, after a protracted ill- 
ness, which was borne with a great degree of christian fortitude. He 
died, as he had lived, a consistent christian ; and his removal henoe 
was a great loss to the Church, and to this community. He was 
among the first of that small number of devoted churchmen, who 
organized this Parish, and during his life, he was prominent and 
active in laboring for its establishment, and prosperity. Appropri- 
ate resolutions were unanimously passed by the Vestry, and the 
same were published in several religious and secular news papers. 

On the night of last Easter Monday, during Divine Service, pire- 
paratory to the regular and Annual Meeting of the Parish, the late 
Thomas Aldridge, was struck down with Apoplexy, and after lin- 
gering for a few hours apparently without suffering, was released 
from this earth. Mr. A. was early interested in the organization 
of this Parish, and, at the time of his decease, was a regular wor- 
shipper, and communicant. He was a worthy man, kind neighbofi 
and a devoted christian. 

ST. JOHN'S CHURCH, DOVER: 
Rev. Chas, FredHh, Hoffmany Missionary. 

Baptisms (adults, 5, in&nts, 11) 16 ; Confirmed, 4 ; Commnni- 
cants, added anew, 5, received into the Parish, 10, 18 ; Churchings, 
1 ', funerals, 2 ; Sunday School, Catechists, 3 } Catechumens, 30 ; 
Offerings, Domestic Missions, $22,06 ; aged and infirm Clergy of 
the Diocese, $16.75; Foreign Missions, $8.41; Theological Listi- 
tution, at Nashotah, $28.81 ; Domestic Missions, of the Diocese, 
t23.25; New Tork Bible and Common Prayer Book Society, $6.04 ; 
Episcopal Fund of the Diocese, $6.49 ; Parochial purposes $56.31; 
In addition to the aboTC; contributions have been made by pentonf 
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connected with the Parish, \rhich| if added to the Offerings, 
amount to abont S400.00 ; the Missionary's salary, for the coming 
year, has been increased. 

A beautiful silver alms basin, has been presented to the Church, 
by a layman of the Parish ; and we are now raising the funds to 
provide ourselves with suitable music. 

Bt. Bev. Father; at your request, I came to Morris Town, dur- 
ing the latter part of June, in the present Conventional year, in 
order, to take charge of St. John's Church, Dover ; St Mark's 
Church, Basking Bidge ; and the Bockaway Mission. The above 
report, shows the first of these to be in a better condition, at pre- 
sent, than ever heretofore. At the beginning of my ministrations 
in that place, the Church, had lain in a dormant state, for some 
time, as no services had been held, for about a year, consequently, 
many had lost their confidence in its perpetuity, and it was a longtime 
before it was restored. We still worship in an upper room, although 
the congregation has been steadily increasing. We hope, however, 
before long, to have a " House of Prayer." Our plan is, to carry 
out the " Free Church System." We are now looking for a suita- 
ble teacher, to assist us. in establishing a Parish School, in con- 
nection with the Church. We offer to secure* a competent man, 
1(500, and a house, if a layman; and if a Clergyman, six or seven 
hundred per annum. 

Before closing this report, mention should be made of the zealous 
efforts, and untiring interest, which Mr. Henry McFarlen, in his 
modest way, has sustained towards the prosperity of the Parish, 
He is a blessing to the Church and place. 

ST. PAUL'S CHURCH, NEWARK: 
Rev, H, Croodwinj Rector. 

Families represented, about 100; communicants, padded 38^ re- 
moved and'deceased 10), 110; baptisms, (adult 3, intants32,) 35; 
the amount of money contributed during the year, 91244.00. 

The Sunday School Begister for the year reports 272 attendants. 
The Parish schools have, during the year, civen united Christian 
and secular instruction to 129 scholars, and have maintained their 
ground, notwithstanding the extraordinary efforts which have been 
made in our city to bring all children into the Public Schools. 

The morning and evening prayers of the Church have been offered 
thronghout the year; and the Holy Communion has been adminis- 
tered on each Lord's Day, and on the greater festivals. 

The labours of the Ai^ciate Minister of the Parish, Bev. J. H. 
Smith, we cannot appreciate too highly. He is always at his post, 
and always fills it well. He not only has the supervision of our 
excellent Parish schools ; but during the winter, with a characteristic 
0pirit of self-saerifice, he originated and instructed a Free Night 
oehool for ihe young people ol the community; who during the day 
were engaged in work. 
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We have not yet commenced the erection of our additional and 
much needed Church edifice. At the closa of this year, as at the 
last, we report that worshippers have come and gone, not finding 
seats. With sufficient Church accommodations, there is perhaps, 
no locality in New Jersey which gives promise of a numerically 
stronger Parish. Within what may be considered its territorial 
limits, there are, it is estimated, ten thousand inhabitants. 

CHRIST CHURCH, ELIZABETH: 

The Rev, Eugene Augustus Hoffman j Rector ; 

The Rev. Joseph Shepherd MayerSj Rector's Assistant. 

Baptisms, (adults, 6, infants, 42,) 48; Churchings, 3; Confirmed, 
5 ; Communicants, (removed, 10, deceased, 3, added, 24,) 76 ; Mar- 
riages, 5 ; Funerals, 13 ; Sunday School, Catechists, 20, Catechu- 
mens, 174; Parish Schools, (classical, 18, infant, 26,) 43; District 
Visitors, 17 ; Ofierings, (support of the Clergy, and expenses of the 
Parish, $7*72,65; Poor, $121.77; Sunday School, $68.01; Paro- 
chial Schools, $304.29; Domestic Missions, $166.60; Foreign Mis- 
sions, $16.00; sundry small objects, J7.71:) Total, J1436.81. 

The close of the third year of this Parish finds its prosperity increas- 
ing in all that appertains to active parochial work. A stone Rectory, 
at a cost of $8000, haa been completed, and is now occupied by the 
Rector of the Parish. It could scarcely have been better planned 
for the purposes for which it has been erected. 

The daily morning and evening prayer, and three services on each 
Lord's day, have been continued with but a few necessary intermis- 
sions. The Holy Communion is administered weekly during Advent 
and Lent, on all the greater Festivals and Fasts of the Church, on 
Thanksgiving Day, and on the third Sunday of each month. The 
number of ^ose who regularly partake of its '' heavenly food'' is 
very encouraging, scarcely any difference in this respect being per- 
ceptible between its monthly and weekly celebration. A sermon is 
preached on every Friday of Advent and Lent ; and a lecture deli- 
vered at the evening prayer preceding all Saints' Days. All the 
children of the PariSi are catechized *< openly in the Church/' after 
the evening prayer on each Lord's Day; and the children of ihe 
Parochial Schools, during the week, auer the morning prayer. 

The Parochial Schools are. gradually, but steadily, doing Uiat work 
for the Church, which they alone can accomplish. More than one 
instance has occurred which has fully repaid for all the toil and 
trouble they have cost. The Rector cannot but regard them as the 
most important part of the parochial organization. 

The ladies of the Parish have engaged, under the Rector's direc- 
tion, in a system of district visiting. The whole parish is divided 
into districts, each of which is assigned to two visitors. Their dnt^ 
baa been to search for the sick; poor and impotent ]^^U ^t ^Semsol 
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respectiye districts, and to see that their wants are relieved. Gases 
of spiritual need are reported to the Clergy, and all alms are distri- 
bute under the supervision and direction of the Eector. The 
results of the past year have fully shown the benefits of such a 
system. It has been blessed to those that gave, and to those that 
Iiave received. 

The plan of Free Seats has prospered beyond the most sanguine 
expectations. The Offerings for the past year have exceeded the 
sum that would have been realized, had every pew in the Chapel 
been rented, hi/ more than one hundred dollars. And the system 
is daily growing in favor with the parishioners, as the amount of 
the annual offeriugs for the past three years fully prove : 

In 1853^, they were 8706.02, 

In 1854-6, they were 81155.56, 

In 1855-6, they were 81365.09. 
" Not unto us, Lord, not unto us, but unto thy name give 
the praise.'' 

ST. STEPHEN'S CHURCH, MILLVILLE, IN MILLBURN: 
The Rev. Eugene Aug*8. Hoffman^ JiKmonary* 

Baptisms, (adult 1, infant 10,) 11; confirmed, 2; communicants, 
25; marriages, 1; Sunday School, Catechumens, 50; offerings, 
(parochial purposes, 8372.99; font and communion plate, 863.05; 
Yellow fever sufferers at Norfolk and Portsmouth, 817.50; Sunday 
School, 825.00). Total, 8478.54. 

During the past year the Church has been completed, at a cost of 
about 89000, furnished, entirely paid for, and consecrated. The 
Church, with its timber all of solid oak, is one of the most beautifhl 
of our country Churches, and the chaste beauty of its interior is 
surpassed by few in the Diocese. The temporal affairs of the Parish, 
in the hands of a few earnest laymen, are in a most prosperous 
condition. Since the consecration, the Church haa been r^:ularly.sup* 
plied, each Lord's Day, by the Eev. Dr. Berry, Eector of St. Ann's 
Hall, Orange, whose services have been very acceptable to the peo- 
ple. As soon as a resident Hector can be secured, the congregation 
will enter on the building of a Rectory within a short distance of 
the Church. The Church, which seats three hundred persons, is 
nearly filled at every service, and the increase of the congregation 
will soon require the enlargement of the building, which was con- 
templated in the original design. 

GRACE CHURCH, ELIZABETHPORT: 
The Rev. Joseph Shepherd Mayers^ Missionary. 

Baptisms, infants, 8; communicants, 20; marriage, 1; Sunday 
School, children, 75; offerings, 8138.11. 

The Bev. J. D. Moore ceased to officiate in this Parish on 22d 
June; 1855. The Bev. J. S. Mayeis entered on bis duties as Mis-

Thou hast the words of Eternal Life.''

and from memoranda, lefib by the late Rector, Rev. John. W. 
Clark, who much to the regret of all concerned resigned May 20« 
The connection of the undersigned with the Parish dates from that 
day. Church building in progress. 

GRACE CHURCH, ORANGE: 
The Rev. James S, Bush^ Rector Elect. 

The above named Parish, was organized in March, 1854, by a 
number of Communicants, and Parishioners of St. Mark's Church, 
in Orange ; with the consent and approval of their Rector, the Rev. 
Jatnes A. Williams. Messrs. Jesse Williams, and Philander J. Bod- 
well were elected Wardens ; the latter of whom provided at his 
own expense, a public Hall, for the services of the new Churchy 
during the ensuing year. 

The Rev. Dr. Berry of Orange, engaged as the first Minister of 
the Church, continued in that relation until January 1855 ; dis- 
charging its duties laboriously, and in a manner highly acceptable 
to the congregation. This continued to increase, until the success 
of the Parish was placed beyond all doubt, and it became evident 
that a commodious Church edifice, was needed to meet its growing 
wants. Under the ministrations of Dr. B., the rite of Holy Bap- 
tism, was administered to four persons, (2 adults and 2 infants)^ 
and the rite of Confirmation to eleven persons. 

Dr. Berr/s successor, was the Rev. Dr. Chapman, whose in- 
structive, and eloquent preaching, fully sustained the general inte- 
rest in the new Parish. He continued his ministration^ until the 
2nd day of July 1855, at which time the undersigned assumed ibs^ 
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duties of Rector. At the date last named the Commnmcants of 
Grace Church, so far as could be ascertaiued, numbered fifty seveUi 
(67). There having been no record of Parishioners' names, their 
number cannot be given. The room in ^hich the services were 
held will seat about 250 persons, and at the evening service, it was 
generally filled. At least one third of this attendance, however, 
was of transient persons. A flourishing Sunday School^ number- 
ing about fifty scholars, and twelve teachers, was under the super- 
intendence of Mr. Wm. Cleveland. 

The Parish, by God's blessing, has continued to prosper. On the 
18th of October, 1856, Confirmation was administered to eighteen 

SB) persons, and on the 20th of Jan. 1866, to seventeen (17) more, 
the persons Confirmed, twenty eight have been admitted to the 
Holy Communion, prior to the first Sunday in April, sixteen (16) 
other Communicants had been added ; one had died, and seven (7) 
had removed ; maMng the number of Communicants at that date, 
ninety three (93). Baptism has been administered, privately, to 
one (1) infant — publicly, to thirty-four (34) infants, and fifteen (16) 
adults — total 60; since July last. There have been seven (7) 
burials, and one (1) marriage. The number of Parishioners cannot 
yet be given exactly ; the sittings in the place of worship having 
been free, and the attendance and support of many, irregular. 

A fine site has been purchased at a cost of $3300; toward the 
payment of which, and the erection of a Church thereon, nearly 
911^000 ; have already been subscribed. The estimated cost of the 
edifice (to be built entirely of stone), is about 814,000. During 
the year ending Monday in Eaater week, there was contributed 
through the Offertory $539.69; for the support of the Church, and 
$60.00 ; for Domestic Missions ; other donations for the support of 
the Churchy amounted to $226.76; $120.00— were contxibutea 
toward a font, and the sum of $830.00 ; was realized as the net 
proceeds of a sale and Festival, conducted by the ladies of the 
rarish. 

GRACE CHURCH, PLAINFIELD : 

The Rev. Philemon E, Goey Rector elect. 

Communicants, 28 ; baptized, adult 1, infants, 2 ; confirmed, 8 ; 
marriages, 2; burials, 2; children catechized, 21; families, 20. 

Within the year an organ has been purchased at the cost of 296 
dollars. Debts of the Church to the amount of $260 have been 
paid. This Parish, being young and feeble, and in debt, has not 
given any thing for Church objects, beyond its bounds. The Parish 
£as not been favored with any marked growth ; but it is gradually 
gaininff strength and influence; and when it is considered Qiat little 
more than four years since, scarcely a churchman could be found in 
thiB vicinity, great reason exists for thanksgiving and encouragement. 

If some generous friends would help remove the remaining debts 
i>f the Society^ it would be established on a permanent basis. 
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ST. JAMES CHURCH, LONG BRANCH. 
The Rev* Harry Finchy Rector. 
This Church was so far finished as to be consecrated, on Fri^jf 
the 17th Aug.; last; since which time, there has been Di\i9e Servic€i 
in it every Sunday afternoon, with two or three exceptions, occa- 
sioned by the inclemency of the weather: and for several Sundays 
after its consecration^ the Eev. Mr. Salter, of Canada West, and the 
Eev. Mr. Du Fui, of Philadelphia, officiated in the mqrai ng ^ 
The Holy Communioi^ was administered by the Kt» Rev. Gr. W. 
Boane, D. D. L L. J), at the time of the Consecratiop, and at his 
Annual Visitation, in April last. The congregation, since the 
Church was opened, has been good and gradually increasing. 
It is entirely new ground ; v^ry few of the inhabitants having 
any knowledge of the Poctrine, Worship and Discipline, of 
the Churph. Sut there is considerable auxiety manifested by 
some to be informed, and a laudable effort to u^ite in pur r^ 
sponsive Worship: and I trust the time is not distant, when this 
little Church will be filled with worshippers, residents of Long 
Branch. I desire to record in this report, the responsibility cheer- 
fully assumed, and the unremitting assiduity and labour in the erec 
tion of this Church, by Mr. Henry Howland, the well known pro- 
prietor of one of the principal boarding houses, at Long Branch^ 
His generosity from the commencement, to the present time, is 
worthy of particular praise ; and his kind attentions to the Bishop, 
the Bector, and the Clergy, who assemblecl at the Consecrationi 
and who have since officiated there, will be long and gratefully re^ 
membered. 

ST. BARNABAS' CHURCH, ROSEVILLE, NEWARK: 
The Rev* William Augustin Leach, Rector elect. 
Since my last report, I have been officiating regularly in thi^ 
Parish. During this period there have been baptisms, infants, 38 ; 
confirmations, 7 ; communicants, removed, 6, added, 4 ; marriages^ 
2 ; funerals, 3. Divine Service has been celebrated twice every 
Lord's Day and also on the festivals, fasts and Saints' Days of the 
Church. The congregation still increases, with a steady growth. 

GRACE CHURCH, MADISON: 
The Rev. Samnd RandaUy Rector, 
Families and Pew-holders, 35 ; Communicants, 24 ; Baptisms^ 
(infant) 3 ; Marriages, 2 ; Burials, 0; Sunday School, Teachers, 8, 
Scholars, 40 ; Offerings of the Church, for Missionary and kindred 
purposes, $44.36; for Parochial purposes, including sumB collected 
in Church for furnishing the new Cburch edifice, 1202.16 ; Total^ 
»246.52. 

The new Church was opened on Sunday, April 13th, at which 
7 
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time the present Sector entered npon his duties. The Chnrch is 
built of granitOi in the early English style, and has about 250 sit- 
ting. 'The prospects of the Parish are highly encouraging. 

CHURCH OF THE REDEEMER, MORRISTOWN: 
The Eev. J. K 5>^, Minister. 

As this is a ^^firee Church/' no proper estimate of families can 
well be made. The attendance is tolerably full* For the same 
reason the exact number of members communing can scarcely be 
oomputed. The proportionate number of these, however, is on the 
ayerage, quite encouraging. During the ycar^ there have been three 
or four baptisms, and no burials. 

Collections at the Offertory, monthly, constitute the only income 
—•which is liberal and sufficient. Those on Christmas and Easter 
are appropriated to charitable purposes. The interest of the Sunday 
School is devoted to the A&ican Mission.

Rt.K«v. Father; 

At your request, I took this Mission, under my pastoral care, 
inmultiiiieoasly with St John's Church, Dover; since which time, 
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we bave worshipped in the public school house, which was taste- 
fully fitted up for this purpose, by the founder of the Mission. 
The room we occupy, which covers the ground floor, is generally 
filled, and, at times, crowded to excess. There are but few Epis^ 
copalians in the place, but a very large number of the residents have 
become deeply interested in the Church, and her unsurpassed and 
beautiful services. One noble hearted man, who had been hereto- 
fore a stranger to the Church, and who resides two miles distant, 
came forward of his own accord, and offered to be one of ten, for 
either two or four thousand dollars, to build a Temple to the Lord. 
Another, a member of the Church, has promised us $600. Many 
others, stand ready when called upon, to be .equally generous, ac- 
cording to the means with which God has blessed them. 
' Mr. Upjohn, of New York; has submitted to us, plans for a stone 
Church, which if accepted by the building committee, and carried 
out, will be an ornament to the place, an honor to its citizens, and 
the architect, and more than all, a fitting tribute of respect, to Him 
for whose glory it is intended. 

It would not be just to close this report, without making honora- 
ble mention of our devoted son, in the Church, Dr. George Hand 
Smith. He was the first to commence the services in this place, 
and had gathered, in every sense, a very respectable congregation, 
before it was placed under my pastoral care. The Mission owes 
much of its success to him. Our plan is to carry out the •* Free ' 
Church System."

The blank left in the 2d Section, as to the amount of per centage, 
on the Clergyman's salary, was, on motion cf the^Rev. Mr. Sherman, 
filled with '^etght per cent. ;" and the Section was then adopted. 
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Section S of Canon X was then nnanimonslj adopted. 

On motion, the Preamble of Section 4, down to the words, ^^ the 
Treasurer," was stricken out. 

The Eev. Mr. Shernuln offered the following amendment for 
Section 4 : 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the Vestry pf every Parish to provide for 
the transit of the Bishop from the locality, where his Visitation next beforo- 
has taken place. 

Which amendment was lost. 

The 4th Section was then passed.

On motion. Section 7 was amended, by striking out all after the 
. word " provisions;" and, so amended, was passed, unanimously. ! 

On motion. Section 8 was amended by adding, after the words, "du- 
ring the year," the words, "and the assessments provided for by Section 
6 of this Canon ;" was furtlllr amended by adding after the word, 
" contribution," the words, " and also the amount, principal and in- 
come of the Episcopal fund, with a description of the securities for 
th^ same;" was further amended, by adding after the words, " min- 
utes of the Convention," the words, " and as much of the said report, 
shall be published each year, as the Convention may from time to 
time direct ;" and was further amended by adding after the words, 
" assessments paid," the words, " or such statement may be made- 
in writing; and when so made may be entered at large upon the min- 
utes, at the pleasure of the Convention : and published, if they so 
order;" and the Section so amended was passed. 

Section 9 was passed, unanimously. 

Section 10, omitting the words, " be and," was passed unanimously^ 
and Canon X, thus amended, was adopted, as follows: 
CANON X. 
Of the Bishop's Salary^ and of the Episcopal and Missionary Funds^ 

8SCTI0N 1. The Salary to be paid to the Bishop, as soon as the annual in-* 
come of the permanent Episcopal Fund shall equal the amount, is hereby 
fixed at twenty-four hundred dollars, ($2400) per annum.

Sso. % Until tbe yearl/ interest of the Episoopal Fan< t^sa^ eqtnl the 
^foregoing amount, it is recommended that an annual ^contribution of 8 per

Parish of the Diocese^ which shall be paid over to the Treasurer of the Con* 
Tention, by the Treasurers of the several Parishes, before the annual meeting^ 
?of this Convention, 

Sec. 3. The Bishop shall be entitled to draw from the Treasurer of the Con?*

Sec. 6. The expenses of the Convention, the expenses of the Standing^ 

^Committee, and the quota of the Diocese towards the expenses of the Gen* 

eral Convention, shall from year to year be assessed by a Committee ap- 

.pointed by the Convention, on all the parishes of the Diocese ; and the 

^Chairman of such Committee shall send a notice of the assessment to the 

..Rector and Wardens of each parish, on or before the first of January in 

«each year, and shall lay before each Convention the mode of the assessment, 

and the names of the parishes upon which the same has been made. This 

.assessment shall be paid to the Treasurer of the Convention before its An* 

nual meeting. 

Sec. 1. It sliall be the duty of the Rectors or Ministers o f the several 
^congregations of the Diocese, to lay this Canon before their vestries, and 
oirge their co-operation in carrying out its provisions. 

Sec. 8. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer of the Convention, at each 
•of its Annual meetings, to make a separate report of the amounts of money 
.received from each parish, for the Bishop's Salary, the Episcopal Fund, the 
respective purposes of the Missions of the Diocese during the year, and the 
assessments provided for by Section 6 of this CanOn; specifying the parishes, 
(if any) which" have made no contribution, and also the amount, principal 
and income of the Episcopal Fund, with a description of the securities for 
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the same ; and this report shall be entered upon the mSiitttes of the ConTeil'<« 
lion ] and as much of the said report shall be published each year, as tho 
Convention may from time to time direct. In the case of non contributing; 
jparishes, (if any) the Rector or Minister, if present in the Convention, (and 
if not, the lay delegate or delegates) shall be called npon by the Secretary, 
to state why the contributions have not been made or the assessments paid; 
or such statement may be made in writing ; and when so made, may be en- 
tered at large upon the minutes, at the pleasure of the Gonventionj and pub- 
lished, if they so order. 

Sec. 9. The Standing Committee of the Diocese shall be the " Trustees 
of the Offerings of the Church;" and they shall make report to each Annual 
Convention, of the purposes to which the funds under their direction have 
been appropriated. 

Sec. 10. Canon X is hereby repealed. 

A motion was made to re-consider the Majority and Minority Re- 
ports of the Committee on Christian Education^ appointed at the last 
Oonvention. . 

An amendment to the motion^ to postpone the consideration of 
the subject till next Convention, was lost. 

The motion was then carried. 

On motion, resolved to re-commit the subject to the same Com- 
mittee, to report at the next Convention. 

The Chair appointed the Rev. Dr. Mahan, in place of the Rev. Dr. 
Paterson, who has left the Diocese. 

On motion, resolved to increase the number of the Committee to 
ceven. The Chair added the Rev. H. N. Pierce, and the Hon. B. 
Williamson. 

On motion. Resolved, That the Standing Committee of the Dio- 
cese, be the Committee, to make the assessments, required by Section 
6 of Canon X. 

A motion was made to amend Section 3, of Article IV of the Con- 
stitution, by inserting after the words, " or more," the words, " and 
not exceeding five." 

An amendment was offered to the motion, to postpone the sub- 
ject indefinitely, and the vote being taken by orders, the amend- 
ment was carried. 

Of the Clergy, Ayes 13 ; Nays 11. 

Of the Laity, " 23; " 7. 

The Report of the Treasurer was read and referred to Messrs. J. 
W. Condit and S. V. Hoffman ; with authority to certify and print. 

On motion of the Rev. Mr. Sherman, the Convention confirmed 
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the nomination before made by the Bishop, in accordance with th^ 
resolutions of the Convention of 1846, of the Rev. Eobert Greene 
dhase, A. B., Deacon, to be Missionary on the Olden Fund, to the 
Pines. y 

1,000 copies of the Journal, 1,000 copies of the Constitution and 
Canons, and 1,000 copies of the Bishop's Charge were ordered to be 
printed; and to be distributed in proportion to the assessment for the 
Conventional expenses paid by the different parishes. 

The following Preamble and Resolutions were unanimously adopted. 

Wherias, since the death of the Bey. Mr. Douglass, statements have beed 
made casting a deep stigma of disgrace on his parish: 
JResolvedf That a Committee of three be appointed to investigate the casOi 
, and make a report to the Bishop, as soon as convenient. 

The Chair appointed as the Committee the Rev. Mr. Pierce, and 
Messrs. S. V. Hoffman and W. Rutherford. 

The minutes were then read and approved. After singing the 
Gloria in Excelsis, with prayers, and the benediction, by the Bishop, 
the Convention adjourned, sine die.

CONSTITUTION. 



ARTICLE I. 

The Cliurcli, in the Diocese of New Jersey, as a constituent part 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church, in the United States of Ameri- 
ca, accedes to the Constitution and Canons of that Church, and 
acknowledges their authority. 

ARTICLE II. 

There shall be a Convention of the Church in this State on the 
last Wednesday in May, in each year, to be held alternately at Bur- 
lington and Newark. 

ARTICLE in. 

The Bishop, or, if the Episcopate be vacant, the Standing Com- 
mittee, shall have power, when it appears requisite for the good of 
the Church, \o call a special Convention, by a circular letter to the 
several Churches. There shall be not less than four weeks' notice 
previous to the day appointed, and such meeting shall be holden 
where the authority calling it shall determine ; and at such special 
Convention, no other business shall be transacted than that stated 
in the notice, calling the Convention. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Section 1. The Convention shall be composed of both Clergymen 
and Laymen. 

Sec, 2. Every Presbyter who has been duly instituted Kector of 
any Church in the Diocese, and every Presbyter who has been duly 
appointed a Missionary to the vacant parishes of the same, and every 
Presbyter who may be a professor or officer of any incorporated the- 
ological or literary institution, and who is canonically connected with 
this Diocese, shall be a member ex-officio. Clergymen who have 
formerly been Eectors, in this Diocese, but having resigned their 
charges, remain in it, or return to it, after a period of absence, may 
also become, and shall hereafter be considered, as members of this 
Convention, in full standing; provided all the instituted Kectors 
present^ and all the congregations represented, at the meeting wheti 
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finy such Clergyinan shall be proposed, give their votes in favour of 
it. Rectors elect, and Deacons who belong to the Diocese, and offi- 
ciate statedly within it, are also admitted to seats, and may express 
their opinions on all questions that come before the Conventibn ; 
but may neither vote, be appointed members of the Standing Com- 
mittee, nor be elected deputies of the General Convention. 

Sec. 3. The Laity shall consist of a representation comprising one 
or more deputies from each Congregation in this State in union with 
this Convention, such deputy or deputies always being a member or 
members of the congregation represented, 

ARTICLE V. 
New parishes may be admitted into union with this Convention, 
on motion, by a majority of votes; provided they shall have laid 
before the Convention written evidence, subscribed by the Wardens, 
that they accede to the Constitution and Canons of this Church, and 
are duly incorporated and regularly organized by the election of two 
Wardens, and at least five Vestrymen. Provided always, that the 
deputies from new parishes, though entitled to a seat, shall not be 
allowed to vote at the Convention, in which their parishes are ad- 
mitted. 

ARTICLE VI. 

The Bishop of the diocese shall have a seat and a vote in the Con- 
vention, and shall preside at all its meetings. The Assistant Bishop, 
when there is one, shall also have a seat and a vote ; and in the abT 
sence of the Bishop, shall preside. In case of a vacancy in the 
Episcopate, or of the absence of the Bishop, and of the Assistant 
Bishop, the members shall elect a President pro tempore from among 
the instituted Ministers. 

ARTICLE VII. 

The instituted Rectors, who may be present, at the time of meet- 
ing, with the deputies from four Churches, shall constitute a quo- 
rum ; but no measure shall be conclusive without the concurrence of 
a majority of votes of each order; the Clergy voting individually, 
and the Laity by congregations. 

ARTICLE VIII 

At each annual Convention, a Secretary shall be chosen, from 
among its members, who shall continue in' office till a successor b6 
appointed. Ilis duty shall be to take minutes of the proceedings, to 
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preserre the journals andrecordS; to attest the public acts of the body, 
and faithfcdly to deliver into the hands of the Bishop, all originals, 
and to his successor, all books and papers, relating to the concerns 
of the Convention^ which may be in his possession. 

ARTICLE IX. 

A Treasurer of this Convention shall be appointed, who shall con- 
tinue in office during its pleasure. He shall give satisfactory secu- 
rity for the faithful discharge of the duties of his office, and shall 
present a statement of his accounts to each annual Convention. But 
in case the Treasurer die, resign, remove from the Diocese, or be ia- 
i capable of acting, the Standing Committee shall have power to ap« 
point a Treasurer, till the next succeeding Convention, who is au- 
thorised to receive any money, bonds, mortgages, notes, or other pro- 
perty and papers, that may be in the Treasury at the time of such 
decease; resignation^ removal, or incapacity. 

ARTICLE X. 

The Standing Committee shall consist of four Clergymen and four 
Laymen, to be chosen annually; each order choosing its own mem- 
bers by ballot, subject to the approval of the other order. 4-s soon 
as convenient after their election, they shall choose a President from 
- among the clerical members, and a Secretary. Their proceedings 
fihall be recorded by the Secretary, and open to the inspection of the 
Convention. They shall have power to supply vacancies which may 
occur in their own body, during the recess of the Convention. 

ARTICLE XI. 

Section 1. At every annual Convention, four clerical and four lay 
deputies, shall be elected to represent this Diocese, in the General 
Convention, each order choosing its own representatives by ballot, 
fiubject to the approval of the other order. 

Sec, 2. The Convention shall also nominate by ballot a like num- 
ber of supplementary deputies of each order, to serve as deputies 
contingently. It shall be the duty of the deputies elect, to signify 
to the Bishop, on some day within three weeks of the General Con- 
vention, and at least one week before such meeting, their acceptance 
of the appointment, and intention to perform its duties ; in default 
of which, the Bishop shall designate so many from those of the sup- 
plementary deputies having the greatest number of votes, as,shall be 
necessary as far as practicable^ to insure a full representation of tV^ 
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Diocese ; and the persons so designated shall bave all tbe power and 
authority of deputies^ duly elected by tbis Convention. In case of 
a vacancy in tbe Episcopate, tbe power hereby conferred on the Bish- 
op; shall be exercised by the Standing Committee. 

ARTICLE XII. 

This Constitution shall not be altered bnt in the following man- 
ner: — the proposed alteration, or the modification of it deemed advi- 
sable, having been submitted to the Convention in which it origina- 
ted, and been approved by a majority, shall lie over to the next Con- 
vention ; and, if then approved by a majority of each order, voting 
according to the Constitution^ shall become valid and obligatory.

CANON I. 

Of a list of Clergymen in the Diocese. 

On or before the day of meeting of ConyentioD, ii^ shall be the du- 
ty of the Bishop, or if there be do Bishop, of the President of the 
Standing Committe, to give to the Secretary of the ConTehtion a cer- 
tified list of the names of Clergymen canonically resident in the Dio- 
cese, specifying instituted ministers, and others entitled to seats and 
votes in the Convention^ 

CANON II. 

Of the Testimonial of Lay Deputies. 
Lay Deputies to the Convention shall present written certificates 
of their election, in the following, or some similar form: — 

[NafM of the Church, the Place and Date.} 
This certifies, that at a meeting of the congregation of this Chnrch, for the^ 
purpose of electing Church Officers and Deputies to the Convention, (or foV 
the purpose of electing Deputies to the Convention, if the meeting be folr' 
that object alone,) A. B., C. D., and E. F., were duly chosen to represent 
the congregation in that body, for the year ensuing. In testimony of whicb^ 
I have hereunto set my hand, [or if two wardens subscribe, we have set 
our hands,] the day and year above written. — 

Which certificate shall be signed by the Eector, the Secretary of the 
Vestry, or by two Wardens, and transmitted by the Secretary of the 
Vestry to the Secretary of the Convention, at least ten days before 
the meeting of the Annual Convention ; and the above form shall 
be annually inserted in the printed Journal of the Convention. 

CANON III. 

Of the Opening of Convention. 

Every Convention shall be opened with prayer, the celebration of 

the Lord's Supper, and a sermon by the presbyter appointed by the 

Bishop, when the Bishop does not himself deliver a sermon or Charge^ 
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Episcopal Charges delivered before the Convention shall be publish- 
ed by the samO; without any motion to that e£fect. The religious 
exercises at the opening of the Convefation, shall commence at 10 
o'clock, A. M., and the business of each day shall be preceded by 
prayer, the Bishop, or a minister of his appointment^ officiating. 

CANON IV. 

0/ the Office of Secretary of Convention. 
The Secretary of the Convention shall appoint an assistant Secre- 
tary. Whenever there shall be a vacancy in the office of Secretary 
of the Convention, the duties thereof shall devolve upon the assist- 
ant Secretary, if there be one ; if not^ upon the Secretaiy of tk^ 
Standing Committee. 

CANON V. 
0/ Parochial Registers and Reports, 

Section 1. In every congregation the Church-wardens shall pro^ 
vide a proper book, in which the minister, or if the parish be vacant, 
one of the wardens, shall record the name, and date of ihO'birtb of 
the child baptized, with the names of the parents and sponsor^, the 
name of the adult baptized, the names of all persons married lind 
buried, and the date of such marriage and burial, together with 
a list of all the communicants of the parish, and also a list of 
the persons confirmed, with the date of every event recorded; 
all of which shall be under the signature of the person recording.—*' 
From this register there shall annually be presented to the Bishop, 
on, or before, the first day of the Convention, by the minister, or if 
there be no minister, by one of the wai;dens, an accurate statement of 
the number of the baptisms, marriages, funerals, and persons con- 
firmed and admitted to the Holy Communion, since the last like re- 
port, together with such other particulars as may throw light on the 
condition of the parish. And this statement, or such parts thereof 
as shall be approved by the Bishop, shall be entered and publishecf 
on its Journals. 

Sec, 2. In order to secure a full and accurate view of the state of 
the Church, in case a proper report be not made according to the 
Canons of the General Convention on this subject, by the minister 
or other proper authority of any parish, it shall be the duty of the 
Convention to cause inquiry to be made into the condition of such 
parish. 
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CANON VI. 

Of Ae Election of Church Officers. 

Sec. 1. In every dmrch, wUcli is supplied by a Clergyman^ 
divine service shall be performed, on the day of tbe election of 
Gburcli Officers. 

Sec. 2. Any male of full age, and good moral character, may be 
eligible to office in any parish, or entitled to vote at an election of 
Church officers, who professes to adhere to the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, and contributes to its support in the mode prescribed in his 
particular congregation, and who shall have been a worshipper in 
ipaid Church for six calendar months next before the election. 

Sec. 3. In the case of a Free Church the same qualifications shall 
be required ; but only those persons shall be considered as worship- 
pers in such Church, who shall l^ave handed in their names as such 
to the Bector or Minister, in writing, (or in case of a vacancy, to 
the Senior Warden,) at least six calendar months before the elec- 
tion, whose duty it shall be to enter the same, with the date, in the 
parochial register, required by Canon Y. 

CANON VII. 

Of Vacant Parishes, 

Sec. 1. On the organization of any new parish in this diocese, or 
on lihe occiirrence of a vacancy in any existing parish, it shall be the 
duly of the Wardens, or other officers of such parish, to give imme- 
diate notice of the same to the Bishop ; and until provision be made 
for the supply of the same, the Bishop may cause it to be supplied 
at his discretion, by Missionary services, or otherwise. 

Sec. 2. In order to maintain public worship in such parishes, 
according to the venerable formularies of our Church, the Bishop 
may, on the recommendation of the Vestry, appoint lay-readers, 
who shall be either candidates for orders, or other laymen of exem- 
plary character for morals and piety ; and who, under the direction 
of the Bishop, and in default thereof, under the direction of some 
Clergyman of the diocese, on Sunday and other proper occasions, 
shall devoutly read the service of the Church, and a sermon from 
t!he wcurks of some approved Protestant Episcopal divine.

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CANON vm. 

Of the attendance of Clergy on Conveniioni, 
It is declared to be the duty of every Clergyman, Having a seal 
in Convention, to attend every meeting thereof, or send a reaflona^ 
ble excuse for absence. 

CANON IX. 

0/ Scholarships in the General Theological Seminary. 
The Bishop of the diocese, or, in case of a vacancy in the Epis- 
copate, the Standing Committee, shall have the power of nomina- 
ting a candidate for Holy Orders on any scholarship or scholarships 
which are, or may hereafter be, founded by this Convention, in the 
General Theological Seminary of the Protestant Episcopal Church. 

CANON X. 
0/ the Bishop^ B Salary ^ and of the Episcopal and Misnonary 

Funds, 

Sec. 1. The Salary to be paid to the Bishop, as soon as the 
annual income of the permanent Episcopal Fund shall equal the 
amount, is hereby fixed at twenty-four hundred dollars, ()(2400) per 
annum. 

Sec, 2. Until the yearly interest of the Episcopal Fund shall 
equal the foregoing amount, it is recommended that an annual con- 
tribution of 8 per cent, upon the Salary paid by the Parish to its 
Clergyman, be made by every Parish of the Diocese; which shall be 
paid over to the Treasurer of the Convention, by the Treasurers of 
the several Parishes, before the annual meeting of this Convention. 

Sec, 3. The Bishop shall be entitled to draw from the Treasurer 
of the Convention the annual interest of the Fund and one half of 
the money received from the parishes, until such interest and money 
shall equal the sum of twenty^our hundred dollars, ($2400,); and 
. the balance of the contributions shall be added by the Treasurer to 
the Permanent Episcopal Fund, until the principal thereof shall

The Standing Committee of the Diocese shall be the 
"Trustees of the OflFerings of the Church;" and ihey shall make 
report to each Annual Convention, of the purposes to which the 
funds under their direction have been appropriated. 

Sec. 10. Canon X is hereby repealed. 

* CANON XI. 

Of a Fund for Incidental Expenses, 
The Vestry of each Tarish or Church, shall at every Annual Con- 
vention, pay to the Treasurer thereof, such sums as may be required 
from them respectively by resolution of the Convention, from time to 
time, for the purpose of paying the salary of the Bishop, printing the 
Journals of the Convention, and other incidental expenses. 

CANON xn. 

0/the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen. 

A collection shall be made in every Congregation in this Diocese 
on Whit-Sunday or Trinity Sunday of each year, for the relief of 
Clergymen disabled by age or disease. 

All contributions or donations to this object shall be transmitted 
to the Treasurer of the Convention; and shall be appropriated at the 
discretion of the Trustees of the offerings of the Church; and if more 
money shall bo raised by these contributions than the present neces- 
sity requires, such over-plus shall be safely invested by the Treasurer 
as the commencement of a fund for the relief of disabled clergymen 
in the Diocese. 

CANON XIII. 
0/ persons Repelled from the Holy Communion. 
When a person who has been repelled from the Holy Communion 
appeals to the Bishop, and is not restored by him, the Bishop may, 
and if the person repelled demands it, shall, appoint one presbyter 
and two laymen, who shall mak6 inquiry into the truth of the facts 
alleged, and shall report thereof, with their opinion thereon, to the 
Bishop, who may proceed to restore the individual, or otherwise, as 
he may deem proper. 

* Passed in 1851. 
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CANON XIV. 

Of proceedingi in the case of a Minister accused hy public rumor 
of offences for which he may he tried. 

Sec. 1. When a minister is accused by public rumor of an of- 
fence or offences for wbicb lie may be tried and punished, according 
to the 37tli canon of the General Convention of 1832, it shall be the 
duty of the Bishop, or if there be no Bishop, of the Clerical members 
of the Standing C(Hnmittee, to appoint not less than three, or more 
than five presbyters, who, or a majority of whom, shall make such 
inquiries as may satisfy them of the innocency of the accused, or of 
th6 sufficiency of ground for presentment and trial. If satisfied of 
his innocency, they shall make report accordingly; if of the sufficincy 
of ground for presentment and trial, two of them shall present the 
accused for trial; according to the canon in such case made and pro- 
vided. 

JSec. 2. Any minister of this Diocese, may for himself request of 
the Bishop, or if there be no Bishop, of the Clerical meml^rs of the 
Standing Committee, the inquiry provided for in this canon, in which 
case it shall be instituted and shall proceed according to its provisions, 

CANON XV. 
Of the Presentment and Trial of Clergymen. 

Whenever any minister of this Diocese shall become " liable to 
f tesentment and trial" under the provisions of any canon of the Gen- 
eral or Diocesan Convention; the mode of proceeding in this Diocese 
shall be as follows: 

Sec. 1. The trial shall be on a presentment, in writing, ad- 
dressed to tbe Bishop of the Diocese, specifying the offence or offen- 
ces of which the accused is alleged to be guilty, with reasonable cer- 
tainty as to time, place and circumstances. Such presentment may 
%Q made by the major part in number of the members bf the Vestry 
of any Church of which the accused is, or has been a minister, or by 
any two presbyters of this Diocese, or by the Convention of the Dio- 
cese, or, in case of alleged misconduct in another Diocese, by iihe ec- 
clesiastical authority of that Diocese. 

Sec, 2. A presentment being made in any one of the modes above 
prescribed, the Bishop, if the facts charged shall not appear to him 
to be such as to constitute an offence, may dismiss it; or if it allege 
iEu;tS; some of which dO; and some of which do not constitute an of- 
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fence, he may allow it in part, and dismiss the residue, or he may 
permit it to be amended. When it shall be allowed, in whole or in 
part, the Bishop shall cause a copy of it to be served on the accused; 
and shall also nominate eight presbyters of this Diocese entitled to 
seats in the Convention, and not being parties to the presetotmenti 
and cause a list of their names to be served on the accused, who 
flhall, within thirty days after such service, select five of them, and 
notify tkeir names in writing to the Bishop; and if he shall not give 
«uch notification to the Bishop within the said thirty days, the Bishop 
Bhall select five, and the presbyters so selected, or any number of 
them not less than three, shall form a Board for the trial of the ac- 
cused, and shall meet at such time and place as the Bishop shall di- 
rect, and shall have power to adjourn from time to time, and from 
^lace to place, (but always within this Diocese,) as they shall think 
necessary. 

Sec. 3. A written notice of the time and place of their first meet- 
ing shall be served at^least thirty days before such meeting, on the 
accused, and also on one of the persons making the presentment. 

Sec, 4. If, at the time appointed for the first meeting of the Board 
of Presbyters, the whole number of five shall not attend, then those 
who do attend, not being less than three, shall constitute the Board, 
and proceed to the trial, and a majority of them shall decide all ques- 
tions. 

Sec, 5. If a Clergyman presented, after having had due notice, 
shall not appear before the Board of Presbyters appointed for his 
trial, the Board may nevertheless proceed as if he were present, un- 
less for good cause they shall see fit to adjourn till another day. 

Sec, 6, When the Board proceed to the trial, the evidence shall be 
reduced to writing, and signed by the witnesses respectively. If on, 
or during the trial, the accused shall confess the truth of the charges 
as stated in the presentment, the Board may dispense with hearing 
further evidence, and ma^ proceed at once to state their opinion to 
the Bishop as to the sentence that ought to be pronounced. 

Sec, 7. Upon the application of either party to the Bishop, and it 
being made satisfactorily to appear to him, than any material witness 
cannot be procured upon the trial, the Bishop may appoint a Com- 
missary to take the testimony of such witness. Such Commissary 
may be either a Clergyman or a Layman, and the party so applying, 
ishall give to the other at least six days' notice of the time and place 
.of taking the testimony. And if the person on whom the notice shall 
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be Berved; shall reside more than forty miles firom the place of ex- 
amination^ an additional da/s notice shall be given for every addi- 
tional 20 miles of the said distance. And both parties may attend . 
and examine the witness; and the questions and answers shall be 
reduced to writings and signed by the witness^ and shall be certified 
by the Commissary, and enclosed under his seal, and transmitted to 
the Board, and, if competent, shall be received by them as evidence. 

Sec. 8. The Board having deliberately considered the evidence, shall 
declare in a writing signed by them, or a majority of them, their de- 
cision on the charges contained in the presentment, distinctly stating 
whether the accused is guilty or not guilty of such charges respect- 
ively, and also stating the sentence which in their opinion should be 
pronounced; and a copy of such decision shall without delay be com- 
municated to the accused : and the original decision, together with 
the evidence, shall be delivered to the Bishop, who shall pronounce 
euch canonical sentence as shall appear to him to be proper, provided 
the same shall not exceed in severity the sentence recommended by 
the Board; and such sentence shall be final. Before pronouncing 
any sentence, the Bishop shall summon the accused, and any three 
or more of the Clergy, to meet him at such time as may in his opin- 
ion be most convenient, in some Church to be designated by him, 
which shall for that purpose be open at the time to all persons who 
choose to attend, and the sentence shall then and there be publicly 
pronounced by the Bishop. But the Bishop, if he shall be satisfied 
that justice requires it, may grant a new trial to the accused, in 
which case a new Board of Presbyters shall be appointed, and the 
proceedings shall be conducted as before mentioned. 

Sec. 9. All notices and papers contemplated in this canon may be 
served by a summoner or summoners, to be appointed for the purpose 
by the Bishop, and whose certificate of such service shall be evid^ce 
thereof. In case of service by any other person, the fact shall be 
proved by the affidavit of such person. A written notice or paper 
delivered to a party, or left at his last place of residence, shall be 
deemed a sufficient service of such notice or paper. 

Sec. 10. Counsel shall be allowed on both sides, not exceeding 
two to either, at the pleasure of the parties^ provided they be com- 
Sdunicamts in this Church. 

Sec. 11. The Bishop shall appoint some person to act as Clerk, 
and carefully to record the proceediDgs. 
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CANON XVI. 
Of a Treasurer pro tempore* 
Whenever a Treasurer shall be appointed by the Standing Gom- 
mittee or otherwise^ he shall enter into the same secoritieSy and be 
responsible in the same manner^ as if regularly appointed by the Con- 
vention. 

CANON xvn. 

0/ alterattons in the Canons and additions thereto. 
No proposed alterations of, or additions to the CanonS; shall here- 
after be considered by the Convention, unless at least one da^'s pre^ 
yious notice thereof be given in open Convention, and until such al- 
teration or addition shall have been referred to, and reported upon 
by; a Committee of at least two Presbyters and two Laymen.

Repealing former Canons. 
All former Canons of this Convention are hereby repealed^

AN ACT 

To incorporaU ^^ The Convention of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the State of New Jersey ^^ — Passed November 20, 1826. 

1. Be it enacted by the Council and General Assembly of this 
State — and it is hereby enacted by the authority of the same, that 
the Rev. John Croes, Charles H. Wharton, John Croes, Jr., George 
Y. Morehouse, Clarkson Dunn, Simon Wilmer, William L. Johnson, 
Matthew Matthews, Christian F. Cruse, and Benjamin Holmes, and 
Joseph Marsh, Robert Boggs, ZachariahRossell, Christian Larzelere, 
George Haywood, Isaac Welsh, Joseph V. Clark, Charles C. Strat- 
ton, Enoch Aggins, Thomas Sinnickson, and Aaron Wright, and 
tiieir associates, forming the Convention of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the State of New Jersey, and their successors, duly ap- 
pointed, according to the Constitution of the said Church, shall be, 
apd they are hereby made and constituted a corporation and body 
politic, in law and in fact, by the name and title of " The Conven- 
tion of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the State of New Jersey." 

2. And be it enacted. That the said corporation, and their sue* 
cessors, by the name and title aforesaid, shall be able and capable, in 
iawy\to purchase, have, hold, take, use, and enjoy, in fee simple, or 
any life or other estate or estates, any lands, tenements, rents, liber- 
ties, privileges, franchises, or other hereditaments ; and also, any 
goods,, chattels, moneys, legacies, donations, or other estate or prop- 
erty whatsoever, given or granted to the said Convention, in any 
manner or way whsLtaoeYer, provided always, that the income^ thereof 
shall not exceed the sum of five thousand dollars per annum. And 
further, that all the estate, real, personal, and mixed, now belonging 
to, or held by the said Convention, shall be vested in, and held and 
managed bv the said Corporation, and their successors ; and that 
the said Corporation and their successors shall and may give, grant, 
sell and convey, demise, assign, release or otherwise dispose of, all or 
any of their messuages, houses, lands, tenements, rents, possessions 
and other hereditaments, and real estate, and all goods, chattels and 
perBonal estate, and other things aforesaid, as to the said corporation

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shall seem meet ; and that the said corporation shall be able and ca- 
pable, in law, to sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded^ answer, 
and be answered, defend, and be defended, in all courts, and all and 
every other matter and thing therein to do, in as full and effectual a 
manner as any other person or persons, body politic or corporate in 
this Stat«, in the like cases can or may do ; and that they shall have 
full power to demand and receive, and if need be, to sue for, and rC" 
cover aJl debts, rents and legacies which are now due, or may become 
due to the said Convention ; and to demand, have, and take all 
deeds, bonds, and mortgages, notes, books, and other writings or 
things which belong to the said Convention ; and shaU and may 
have and use a common seal, with such device or devices as thej 
shall think proper, and the same to break, renew, or alter at pleasure. 
3. And be it enacted that it shall be lawful for the said corpora- 
tion to appoint a Treasurer, during their pleasure, who shall hold 
and manage the said funds, subject to the instruction and control of 
the said corporation, and who shall render an account of the same at 
every annual meeting of the said corporation, and oftener, if required, 
' and ^ve security for the faithful discharge of his duties, if required 
to do so, and pay out moneys under such regulations and orders as 
the said corporation may from time to time adopt — Provided never- 
theless, and it is hereby enacted. That nothing in this act contained, 
shall prevent the Legislature from altering, amending or repealing 
the same, whenever, in their opinion, the public good requires it. 

AN ACT / 

To incorporate religious societies worshipping according to the cus- 
ioms and usages of the Protestant Episcopal Church, Passtdl 
Feb. nth, 1829. 

Whereas, the act entitled, '' An act to incorporate trustees of re- 
ligious societies,'' passed the twelfth day of June, one thousand 
■even hundred and ninety-nine, is, in some respects, inconsistent 
with the Constitution, usages, and customs of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Churcb in this State — ^And whereas, the Convention of the 
said Church have prayed the aid of the Legislature in the premises, 
XhereforC; 

Sec 1. Be it enacted, By the Council and General Assembly of 
this State, and it is hereby enacted by the authority of the same, 
That when any congregation of the Protestant Episcopal Church ia 
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this State^ duly organized according to the Constitution and usages 
of said Churchy desire to form themselves into a body corporate, no- 
tice shall be given of such intention ten days previously, by an ad- 
vertisement set up in open view at or near the place where such con- 
gregation usually assemble for divine service, designating the day 
when, and the place where, they design to meet for that purpose. 

Sec, 2. And be it enacted, That the congregation having met at 
the time and place appointed, the Rector or Minister, or if there be 
no Rector or Minister, or he be necessarily absent, one of the Church 
wardens or Vestrymen shall preside at the meeting, and the Secretary 
of the Vestry shall record the proceedings of the meeting. The con- 
gregation shall then proceed, by a vote of the majority of those 
present, to designate the corporate name or title by which the Church 
shall be known, which shall be in the manner and form as follows: 

" the Rector, Wardens and Vestrymen of Church, in ." 

The congregation shall then choose two Wardens, and not more than 
ten, nor less than five Vestrymen, and also fix and determine the 
day annually, on which new elections of officers shall take place. — 
A certificate of these proceedings, under the hands and seals of the 
President and Secretary of the meeting, shall be transmitted to the 
Clerk of the Court of Common Pleas of the county, whose duty it 
shall 'be to record the same, for which he shall be entitled to receive 
the usual compensation for similar service. 

Sec, 8. And he it enacted. That the Rector, Wardens, and Ves- 
trymen, appointed as aforesaid, shall be a body corporate and politic, 
in law and in fact, to have continuance forever, under the same re- 
strictions, and with the same rights and privileges, as are expressed 
in the ^'Act to incorporate trustees of religious societies,'' passed the 
twelfth day of June, one thousand seven hundred and ninety-nine — 
Providedy nevertheless^ that if at any time the Church be without a 
Minister or Rector, the same rights and privileges shall be vested 
in the Wardens and Vestrymen. 

Sec, 4. And he it enactedy That the Rector, Wardens, and Ves- 
trymen, and their successors, or a majority of them, may make such 
rules, by-laws, and ordinances, and do every thing needful and 
requisite for the good government and support of the Church, all of 
which shall be entered in a book, to be provided and kept for that 
purpose — Provided, that the said rules, by-laws, and ordinances 
shall not be repugnant to the Constitution and laws of this State, or 
of the United States. 
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See. 5. And be it enacted^ That the qualification of voters at the 
annual elections shall be conformable to the Constitution and prin- 
ciples of the Protestant Episcopal Church in New Jersey. 

Sec, 6. And he it enacted. That the Kector, Wardens, and Ves- 
trymen shall choose a Treasurer, who, when called upon for that 
purpose, shall render a true and just account to the corporation, of 
all moneys by him received and expended, and pay over the balance 
which may remain in his hands at the time of settlement, to his 
successor in office. 

Sec. 7. And he it enacted, That when a vacancy shall occur in 
the office of Minister or Eector, by death, removal, or otherwise, the 
said Wardens and Vestrymen, (two-thirds of them concurring in the 
choice,) may choose some fit person, duly qualified, to act as Minis- 
ter or Eector of said Church, agreeably to the Constitution of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States of America; and 
the Minister or Eector so chosen, shall preside at all meetings of 
the Wardens and Vestrymen, and have a casting vote, except the 
business or question to be decided has relation to the personal int6-> 
rest of said Minister or Eector; Provided, that in the absence of the 
i'resident, the Wardens and Vestrymen may choose a President, 
pro tempore. 

Sec. 8. And he it enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for 
any Protestant Episcopal Church in this State, incorporated under 
existing laws, to embrace the privileges of this Act, by complianoe 
with, and adopting its provisions.

PASTORAL LETTER, 

TO THB CLEROY AND LAITY OP THE DIOCESE OP NEW JERSEY;* 

ON THB BIGHTS AND DUTIES OF CHURCH WARDENS AND TESTRTMEN. 

' Dear Brethren, I have been requested to address you on this sub- 
ject, and in this way, by a vote of your Convention. There can be 
no doubt of the importance of having every thing connected with 
our ecclesiastical organization clearly and fully understood. In this 
respect, the wisdom of those who have gone before, has left little for 
me to say, as to the topic on which I now address you. As long 
ago as 1804, my venerable predecessor, then a Presbyter of the Dio- 
cese, as one of a Committee, appointed on the motion of the Rev. 
Andrew Fowler, (still performing active duty in another diocese, 
though an octogenarian,) made a report as to the duties of Church 
Wardens and Vestrymen, which appears to me to embody the wholo 
ipractical wisdom of the subject. As the Report was then adopted, 
it is now the Law of the diocese. And as the Journal of that year 
is not extant in more than two or three copies, I shall insert it here; 
adding only by way of notes, some few suggestions, or incidental 
points, addressed chiefly to my brethren of the Laity. 

"TffB DUTIES OP THE WARDENS ARE 

I. To provide, for the Churches, of which they have the care,f a 
^ible and Prayer Book, of suitable size, at the expense of the parish. 

IL To make the collections which are usual in the Churches. 

III. To provide, at the expense of the congregation, a sufficient 
quantity of fine white bread, and good wholesome wine,| for the 
celebration of the Holy Sacrament of the Lord's Supper. 

rV. To provide a proper book, at the charge of the parish, in 
which shall be written by the Rector, or in case of vacancy, by one 
of the Wardens, the name of every person baptized, married, and 
buried, in the parish, and the time when such baptism, marriage 
and burial took place. ||

J I am sorry to say that this regulation is not sufficiently regarded. That 

has been provided for the Holy Sacrament, within my knowledge, which 

was scarcely wine. Surely, we should serve the Lord with the best of that 

which He gives us. Especially, in this most solemn mystery. — o. w. d. 

II The names of persons confirmed, aiid received as communicants, should- 
Also be recorded ; with a notice of their death or removal when it occurs. 

O. W. T>, 
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V. To present to the Bishop of the diocese, (or, if there is no 
Bishop, to the Chairman of the Standing Committee of the Church 
in the State,) every Priest and Deacon residing in the parish to 
which they belong, who has voluntarily relinquished his sacerdotal • 
office, and uses such employments as belong to laymen. 

VI. To take care that the Church of which they have the charge 
be kept in good repair, well glazed, and free from dirt and dust, as 
becomes the house of God;* that the Church yard be decently 
fenced ; and to cause that order be preserved during divine service.f 

Vn. To diligently see that the parishioners resort to Church on 
Sundays, and there continue the whole time of divine service ; and 
to gently admonish them when they are negligent. 

Vni. To prevent any idle persons continuing in the Church 
yard or porch, during divine service, by causing them either to en- 
ter the Church or depart;;]; and to prohibit the sale of any thing in 
^he yard. 

IX. To give an account to the Corporation of the Church, if it 
Las no Treasurer, at the expiration of each jear, of the money they 
Lave received, and what they have expended in repairs, &c.; and 
when they go out of office, to give a fair account of their money 
transactions relative to the Church, and deliver up to their successors 
the Church property in their possession.

THE DUTIES OP VESTRYMEN ARE, 

I. To transact all the temporal business of their respective

The unusual amount contributed towards the Poor of the parish arises 
from the liberality of one gentleman who sent to the Rector $100.00 for the 
poor last winter ; from another gentleman, who collected and handed to the 
Rector $38 for a special object of compassion ; and f^om another gentlemaii 
who remitted to the Rector $24.50 in behalf of a half orphan. 

A Stone Font, within the year, has been presented to St. Paul's Church, 
by two of the members of the parish. It is not only massive and beautiful 
in its outlines, but it has five of the Christian symbols finely wrought in 
basso relievo.

The ladies have 
taken upon themselves the duty of providing a carpet, cushions, &o.; and, 
indeed, the improvements^ready made are principally due to their zeal. 
Twenty-five dollars for the purchase of the memorial alms-basons, have 
been geneiously offered by a former parishioner, now removed from the Dio- 
c^ese, who, while here, freely gave his time ' and money toward establishing 
the Church of Christ in Warren County.

'In the night of July 27, 1856, (tenth Sunday after Trinity,) the Church of 
the Holy Trinity, Hudson City, was broken open and robbed. The aisle 
carpets, and the best of the Sunday School Library were stolen, and hava 
never been recovered. This is the sixth time the Church building has been 
either broken open, or otherwise descrated by lawless and outrageous 
violence. 

During fifteen Sundays of last Summer I preached once each day in a 
School house, in South Bergen, about two miles south 6f the Church, whera 
was a very good audience ; and the time is fast approaching when an edi« 
fice will be erected there, either as a Chapel of this parish, or as an inda- 
pent parish Church. 

In September, 1856, 1 commenced a Sunday School Teacher's Meeting. I 
address them on topics connected with their duties as Teachers, &c. Thosa 
meetings were held usually once a week, until Lent Since Easter, they 
have been held once each fortnight. 

In December,1856, 1 commenced a Bible Class, which has continued to the 
present time, with encouraging results. 

In November, 1856, I organized an Infant Class in our Sunday School, 
with one Teacher. 

During the Season of Lent, Divine Service was celebrated in the Church on 
the evenings of Wednesday and Friday of each week, and every night during 
Passion Week. 

On each occasion of celebrating Divine Service, on Sundays, a collection 
is taken : and with the exception of the Communion Alms, the money thus 
■raised is appropriated to the current expenses of the Church. We expect 
this year to raise in this manner at least $600. More than twice as many 
pews have been taken this year as were last year.

The Rector cannot conclude the fourth annual statistics of this Parish, 
without calling attention to the unanswerable argument which they present 
in behalf of free Churches. They form a perfect answer to those who think 
that the Church is only suited to the rich, and that pews are necessary foF 
its support. The congregation was organized but four years since, in a town 
where many said there was no room for a second parish. It began with but 
twenty communicants, and not as many families ; and during the first year* 
was compelled to worship in a room which possessed scarcely a convenience 
for the due performance of the Church services. Now it numbers on» huti" 
• dred and fifty famiUes, of which ihree.fourths labor with their hands for their 
daily bread. The offerings during the past year, for the support of the 
Clergy, and expenses of the Parish, collected in a Chapel which seats but 
three hundred persons, have amounted to $1265.26, being a weekly average 
of $24. And in addition to this, in answer to a special appeal made three 
months since to pay off the floating debt of the Church amounting to 7,000, 
the whole sum has been pledged by members of the Parish, in sums ranging- 
from ten cents to one thousand dollars, of which one-half has already been 
handed to the Treasurer, in cash. 

A perfect unanimity is one of the blessings which attends the parish; and 
the steadily increasing size of the congregations, frequently too large for the 
Ohapel, warns us that the building of the Church must soon be commenced. 
The Rector's Assistant, the Rev. Joseph S. Mayers, has been absent during^ 
the whole of the past year, on a visit to his father in the West Indies, but 
through the occasional assistance of the Rev. J. D. Moore, and more recently 
of the Rev. Clarkson Dunn, now residing in the parish, all the services of 
^e Church have been ^performed, without a single intermission.

The congregation of St. Barnabas' Church is composed altogether of the 
poor. There is not one person of any means connected with the parish. A 
Clergyman could not be sustained here unless aid vtrere given out of the pa- 
rish. This at present is furnished by gentlemen in Newark and St. Mark's 
Church, Orange. From these we obtain about $150 a year. Even with 
this it is barely possible for a Clergyman, witJiout wife or family, to provide 
himself food and raiment. Were the collections taken up as prescribed, the 
Clergyman would be compelled to seek his living in some secular employ- 
ment. It must be remembered that in this small place there are two reli- 
gious societies besides the Church. These have liberal donations from Mis- 
sionary -Societies, while the Clergyman of the Church has none. 

This year we have sustained a great loss by the Church being robbed in 
October last. Bobes, carpets, books and all things available, were carried 
away ; and to make up this loss, some in the parish haye given beyond their 
means. 

The streets, at this time, on two sides of the Church, are being graded 
and side walks laid. The cost to the parish will not be less that $400. 
The attendance at Church is about 60 or YO persons on Sundays, and about 
20 on Holy Days and at other services. 

ST. PETER'S CHURCH, NEWARK:

18 celebrated once on Sundays and once on Holy Days.

I minister in this parish regularly every Sunday and Holy Day in the even- 
ing, and the place of worship is always crowded. Most of the worshippers 
were Roman Catholics, and make excellent Churcl\^inen. If the Lord pleases 
. to bless further our efforts, I hope to be able to state, after another year's 
labor, this congregation may be reported as the principal one. The Church 
prospers here much better, for it is just in the middle of a large German 
settlement. On the third day of May, I received a call to the Rectorship 
from the Wardens, Vestrymen and congregation. 

Although the people are very poor, yeKthey do all in their power to 
support the services. They pay all the current expenses, so that I at 
least am relieved of that part, and have nothing else to do but to officiate 
gratuitously, which may the Lord bless me to be able to do further. Amen !

Should we continue to increase for the year to come as 
we have the past few Sundays, the result will be the permanent establish- 
ment of a large Church in this portion of Jersey City occupied by us. The 
people are willing to work, and very heartily second all my efforts for the 
upbuilding of the Church. We have had presented by a kind brother, 
wlio worships with as, two silver-plated Alms plates. The Church has 
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had donated from the New York Cominon Prayer Book Society, fifty pray- 
er books. They have put a gallery in the Church, (for the choir,) and a 
reading desk. The Ministerial support is by weekly collections. 

ST. JOHN'S FREB CHURCH, PATERSON:

St. John's Free Church is the result of an efibrl to establish a second 
Church in the city of Paterson. It was duly organized February 4th, 1856. 
The first impulse to its formation was given by the Rev. Edward 0. Flagg, 
then Rector of St. Paul's Church. The Rev. John Grigg, was elected 
its first Rector, at its organization; who remained for about three 
months, and then tendered his resignation, which was accepted. A 
depressing state of things then ensued, threatening to scatter the few 
who had cherished the favorite project of a Free Church. While in 
this condition its present Rector accepted a unanimous call, to take charge 
of it on the 15th day of June, 1856. It has since gathered numbers and 
strength. Through the pecuniary assistance of persons interested in this 
enterprise, we have been enabled to procure a prayer book for the desk, a 
surplice, added over 100 volumes to the Sunday School library; a beautiful 
bible was presented by an attendant of St. Paul's, we have also purchased a 
neat and appropriate Communion Service, and other articles needed in sus- 
taining public worship. The Holy Communion was celebrated for the first 
time, 12th Sunday after Trinity, (November 10, 1856). During the Sum- 
mer and Fall, the Rector met a bible class, until gas light was introduced 
into the Hall occupied as a temporary place of worship, when regular Wed- 
nesday evening services were held until Easter. Extra services were held 
during the holy season of Lent. Our attendance is increasing, and much 
effort has been made to interest persons in this infant Church. Our Com- 
municants have more than doubled. The Sunday School is constantly 
increasing. This Parish was legally incorporated on the 22d day of 
January, 185T, under the name and title of ^^ St. John's Free Church." It 
is in contemplation to purchase a lot and to build a Church or Chapel as 
soon as possible. And, it must be said in commendation of the Ladies of 
the " Fragment Sewing Society," that their exertions have been unwearied 
in raising funds for this object. 
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ST. LUKE'S FREE CHURCU, PHILLIPSBURGH.

The attendance has been 
good, and could services beheld once or twice every Sunday, it is supposed 
that the congregation would be greatly increased. Phillipsburgh is a thriv- 
ing place, and the Church has good prospects here. Fine lots have been 
given for the erection of a Church, Parsonage, &c., and a subscription is now 
opened for the building of a Chapel, which we hope soon to see completed. 

Besides officiating, as above stated, for St. Luke's Church, my time has 
been devoted, since last November, to soliciting subscriptions and donations 
for the establishment of the Northern Mission Home ; and I have also offi- 
ciated, once, on a Sunday evening, in Christ Chapel, Elizabeth; once, 
on a week day evening, in St. Paul's Chapel, Newark ; once, on a Sun- 
day, in Zion Church, New York; once, on a week day evening, in St. 
Paul's Church, Paterson ; twice, on a Sunday, in Christ Church, Newton ; 
three times, on two Sundays, for the^ Rev. Mr. Finch, at Shrewsbury, Red 
Bank, and Long Branch ; and twice, on a Sunday, in St. Peter's Church, 
Spottswood.

THE REV. MR. SMITH'S REPORT. 

Right Rev. and Dear Sir, 

During the past year I have been engaged, as heretofore, in the com- 
bined duties of Priest in the Church of Christ, and Teacher of youth. 

As Assistant Minister of St. Paul's Church, Newark, I have borne my part 
in maintaining the Daily Sacrifice of prayer and praise ; and in the admi- 
nistration of the Holy Communion on every Lord's day, in this Parish. As 
Rector of St. Paul's School, my daily duty has been to train in religious and 
secular knowledge between forty and fifty children, beside having the gene- 
ral oversight of the School, numbering in all aboul/ eighty pupils. 

I have also taught a Bible Class every Sunday morning for the past seven 
months, and a large Collect Class every Sunday afternoon, for the same 
space of time. 

In addition to these engagements, I hold, by your appointment, the office 
of Missionary ; and in^this capacity I have, since my removal into the dio- 
cese, served St. Mark's Church, Newark, in such offices as were required. 

Public Services are held in St. Mark's Church on Sunday mornings during 
the summer and autumn, i. e. from June to November. The edifice is erected 
upon the estate of the Treasurer of the Diocese, and the offices of religion are 
maintained there at his charges. The Church is freely opened to all who will 
avail themselves of the privileges of holy worship. The result is, that 
quite an encouraging congregation is gathered from the surrounding 
neighborhood, of persons who would otherwise probably be entirely desti- 
of sacred offices.* 

*^A great barrier to the rapid growth of the congregation consists in tha 
&ct that a large majority of the neighboring population «x^ ol^«n&9K&^^TU^a^ 
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Ihiring the year just closed I have baptised two infants in St. Marks — 
!rhe Font here used is associated with pleasing recollections. The Pedes* 
tal, of marble, was a gift from Trinity Church, Philadelphia, to Calvary 
Church, in that City. When that monumental Church was furnished with 
a fine large stone Font, then this Pedestal, with its surmounting silvered 
bowl (itself the gift of an aged christian now at rest,) was transferred to 
St John's Church, Camden ; and when that Church received its larger lavcr 
er of regeneration, this Font and Pedestal were passed to St. Mark's, Newark.

During the past Conventional year I continued to act as Missionary in 
Morris County, until the 4th day of November, wh^n I resigned that field of 
labor ; but, at your request, withdrew the resignation, until I became con- 
<vinced that my health would no longer permit me to remain. Shortly after 
(on St. Stephen's Day, 1856,) I became Curate of St. Mary's Church, Bur- 
lington, N. J., which position I still hold, and I am at present, also acting 
AS Missionary in Burlington County, and Instructor of Ecclesiastical History, 
in Burlington College. During che time of my residence in Morris County, 
I had under my pastoral charge, the towns of Dover, Rockaway and Boon- 
ton, and the village of Baskingridge. If I may say it without vanity, I laok 
back upon my labors in that field with no slight gratification and pleasure. 
Up to tie time of my leaving, the Church at Dover steadily continued to 
grow. At Rockaway, it survived some of the most trying and disastrous 
of worldly circumstances. At Baskingridge, " the faith once delivered to 
the saints," was kept alive, and our lamp continued burning. At Boon- 
ton, having obtained the Honse of worship occupied by the Congregational 
Society in that place, (now extinct,) there was soon gathered a oongrega« 
tion of about 200 souls. 

Kor is It only in a professional view that I look back with Ratification 
and pleasure upon my labors and residence in Morris County. It was there 
that I first made the acquaintance of many dear and loving friends, whom I 
have not forgotten to remember in my prayers to our common Father, Who 
'bo graciously blessed our anion. " We took sweet counsel together, and 
walked in the House of God as friends." 

fimall as our Parishes were, they were not without their Bamalbas, and 
Ik^nfae, and Suauel, through whom, our influence was goon extended Im- 
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yond our strictlj parochial borders. The seeds which they have sown, haye 
already sprouted into blade, and ert long we have every reason to look for 
the full com in the ear« I desire no better eyidence of this than the lay 
Missionary enterprise at Succasunna ; all honor to the holy women connect- 
ed therewith. I venture to predict, that with the present enterprise con- 
tinued, and the blessing of God resting upon it, the day is not far distant 
tant, when the village of Succasunna shall boast of a Church. 

From the 28th of May up to the time of my removal to Burlington, I read 
the morning service, 25 times j evening prayer, 25 times ; administered the 
Holy Communion, 9 times ; took a part in 72 other services ; preached 53 
times ; baptized 6 adults and 29 children, buried 3 persons, married on* 
couple, and presented 20 candidates for confirmation

A contribution for Library, 
by a Layman, $10.00 ; obtained by the Missionary, for the same purpose, 
$7.50. The ordinary Sunday collections are taken by the Missionary, and 
have amounted, during the last six and a half months, to $42. Total con^ 
tributions and collections, $65.50.

He pleads this fact in excuse for 
his breach of the Canons. 

A lot has been given to the Church by Samuel W. Parmly, of New York. 
It is in contemplation to erect a Parsonage and School house on said lot as 
soon as funds can be procured for that purpose. The School building, when 
completed, will be both a source of revenue to the Church, and a monument 
to commemorate the zeal of the little band of Churchmen in this place.

PASTORAL LETTER, ON THE OFFERINGS OF THE CHTTEOa." 

Pearly beloved brethren, 

The principal business of the first Convention, in which I pre- 
'sided, held, at Camden, in May, 1833, was the unanimous adoption, < 
on my recommendation, of the plan of "the Offerings of the 
Church." It was favourably received, throughout the Diocese; and, 
for many years, worked well. At one period, %hen the Diocese had 
not one third of its present strength, it yielded nearly two thousand 
dollars. Many strong and prosperous parishes were founded and 
nourish|d, by the means thus furnished. 

As is incidental to all human agencies, the interest of Church- 
men, in this Diocesan plan of Missionary operations, gradually de- 
clined. For several years, very little has come of it. The Mission- 
ary work of the Diocese has stood still, or gone backward. Noblo 
opportunities of new enterprize have been left unimproved. And 
feeble parishes have suffered, horn the want of aid. I have repeatedly 

fd earnestly invoked your attention, to this state of things. 

r At the Convention, in Burlington, in May last, a new system was 

augurated. On the Eeport of a Committee, appointed, three years 
igo, a revision of the Tenth Canon was adopted : not only, by a unan* 
imous vote, but, in a spirit of mutual concession, after free and full 
/ discussion; which gives to the action the strongest assurance, whicli 
the Convention can give, of universal and effective oo-operajion. 
Under these circumstances, it will be sufficient, I am sure, to append 
the amended Canon ; and to commend the whole subject anew to your 
united prayers and alms.

CANON X. 

OF THB MISSIONARY FUND. 

Sec. 5. It is recommended that there be a colleotion made, at least once & 
quarter, in every parish of the Diocese, for the support of the Missions of the 
Diocese; which shall be paid over to the Treasurer of the Convention, by the 
1 measurers of the several parishes, before the time of the Annual meeting of 
the Convention. These contributions shall be applied, under the direction 
of tlue Bishop and the Trustees of the "OflFerings ot the Church," for Diocesan 
Missions, and the expenses of the Trustees of the Oflferings. 

Sbg. 7. It shall be the duty of the Rectors or Ministers of the several con- 
gregations of the Diocese, to lay this Canon before their Vestries, and urge 
their co-operation in carrying out its provisions. 

Sec. 9. The Standing Committee of the Diocese shall be the " Trustees of 
the Offerings of the Church ;" and they shall make report to each Annual 
Convention, of the purposes, to which the funds, under tliA\T ^ax^OiLWi.0^ia:*^ 
been appropriated.
